Thomas Odbert, Smiley H. Johnson, Matthew Thompson, Nat Dawson, of 
Jefferson county, Alexander Bines, Thomas Coplen, James Paten, of Harri* 
son county, Samuel Dunlap and Thomas Price, of Carroll county, be and 
they are hereby appointed commissioners to lay out and establish a free turn- 
pike road from New Philadelphia, in Tuscarawas county, through the 
towns of Leesburg and New Jtlagerstown, in Carroll county, and from 
thence to New Alexander, in Jefferson county, and from thence with the 
graded road to the Ohio River, opposite Welisburg, in Virginia, which shall

The trustees shall have power to receive donations of land to 
aid in the construction and repair of said road, and convey the same in fee 
simple; they may take releases of the right of way, and they shall expend 
the money in their bands only on such parts of the road the location of 
which shall have been permanently fixed and established. 

Sec. 6. The said trustees and their successors shall be a corporation, 
by the name of the Trustees of the New Philadelphia, Leesburg and Ohio 
Turnpike Road, for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of 
this act; and it shall be their duty to prosecute for all obstructions to said 
road, or for injuries done to the same or to the bridges thereon, and the

That on the first day of February, as aforesaid, or so soon 
thereafter as may be convenient, the certificates of stock that may then be 
issued shall be canceled, and new certificates shall be issued to the stock- 
holders for so much as shall appear to be their value by the books of the

certficates, issued as aforesaid, after the redemption of the capital stock, 
as aforesaid, shall exceed one hundred thousand dollars, then the board of 
directors may, if they deem it expedient, redeem, as aforesaid, an amount 
of certificates, previously issued, not exceeding such excess.

Sec 1 . Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
Lewis Wehmer, Charles Wolf, Augustus Frieman, C. F. Bultmaner, Her- 
man Feike» be and they are hereby created a body politic and corporate, 
mder the name and style of the German Protestant Cemetery, of Cincin- 
nati, and, by that name, shall be capable of contracting and being contracted 
with, of suing and beinff sued, of pleading and being impleaded, of answer- 
ing and being answered, in all courts and places, and in all matters whatso- 
ever, with full power to purchase, receive, hold, occupy and convey, any 
real and personal estate, which they may deem necessary to promote the 
object of said corporation, and to use a corporate seal* 

Sxc. 3. The directors of said association shall be chosen, tri-ennially. 
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OQ the first Monday in March, by the members of said 'corporation; the 
board of directors shall elect, annually, and from their ovrn body, a presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer, and shall fill, in like manner, all vacancies 
occurring in said offices; the title to all property of the corporation shall 
be Tested in the directors, who shall have the government and regulation 
thereof. 

Sec. 3. That the said directors shall have power to dedicate and appro- 
priate any real estate which they may now own, or which ma^ hereafter 
be purchased by, or conveyed to, them as and for a rural cemetery or bury- 
ing ground, and for the erection of tombs, cenotaphs and other monumen]^ 
for and in memory of the dead; and for this purpose to lay out the same in 
suitable lots or other subdivisions, for family or other burying places; and 
to plant and embellish the same with trees, shrubbery, flowers, walks and oth- 
er rural ornaments or improvements; and to make and provide suitable in- 
closures, and to make and annex thereto such other suitable appendages and 
conveniences as they shall, from time to time, deem expedient; and when- 
ever the said directors shall lay out and dedicate any of their real estate 
for a cemetery or burying ground, as aforesaid, the same shall be deemed a 
perpetual dedication thereof, for the purposes aforesaid, and shall be forever 
held by the said directors, in trust, lor such purposes and none other; and 
all real estate so dedicated for the purposes aforesaid, with the grounds oc- 
cupied by the sexton's and porter's dwelling house and garden attached 
thereto, any road owned by the directors, connecting their said crround with 
any public road, shall be exempted from taxation; and the said directors 
shall have authority to grant and convey to any person or persons, the sole 
and exclusive right of burial and of erecting tombs, cenotaphs and other oi> 
naments, in any such designated lots or subdivisions, upon such terms or 
conditions, and subject to such regulations, as the said directors shall pre* 
scribe; and every right so granted or conveyed, shall be held for the pur- 
pose aforesaid, and for none other, as real estate, by the proprietors thereof, 
and shall not be subject to attachment or execution. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be lawful for the said directors to take and hold 
any grant, donation, or bequest of pioperty, upon trust, to apply the income 
thereof for the improvement or embellishment of the said cemetery, or any 
lot, or subdivision thereof, for the repairs, preservation or renewal of any 
tomb, monument, gravestone, fence or railing, or other erection in or around 
any burying lot, or for the planting and cultivation of trees, shrubs or plants, 
in or around any burying lot, according to the terms of such grant, dona- 
tion or bequest; and any court in this state, having equity jurisdiction, shall' 
have power to compel the due performance of the sud trusts, or any of 
them, upon a bill filed for that purpose, by a proprietor of any lot in said 
ceoietery. 

Sec. 5. That any person who shall wilfully destroy, mutilate, deface, 
injure, or remove any tomb, monument, gravestone, or other structure 
placed in the cemetery, aforesaid, or any fence, railing, or other work for 
the inclosing, protection or ornament of the said cemetery, or of any tomb, 
monument, gravestone, or other structure aforesaid, or of any burying lot, 
within the limits thereof, or shall wilfully destroy, cut, break, or remove any 
tree, shrub, or plant, within the limits of said cemetery, shall be deemed 
gnilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction thereof, bc^fore any jus- 
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iice of the peace within the proper township, be punished by a fine not less 
than three dollars nor more than twenty dollars, according to the nature and 
aggravation of the offence; and such oiO^nder shall also be liable in an action 
of trespass to be brought against him, in any court of competent jurisdictioDy 
by the said directors, to pay all such damages as shall have been occasion- 
ed by his unlawful act or acts, which money, when recovered, shall be ap- 
plied by the directors of said cemetery, to the reparation and restoration of 
the property destroyed or injured, aforesaid; and in such action any of said 
directors, or any proprietor of a lot in said cemetery, shall be a competent 
witness.

of Columbiie, 

Sbc. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
the warden of the Ohio Penitentiary is hereby authorized and required to 
construct or cause to be constructed, by convict labor, not otherwise ap- 
propriated, a substantial graveled or McAdamized road, and paved side- 
walk, from the said Penitentiary to the intersection of Broad and Water 
streets, in the city of Columbus; and that, in the construction of said road, 
he be authorized to use any materials belonging to the said institution* so 
far as may, in his opinion, be necessary to complete said road; provided

from such liability to raise a promise to pay with a breach of such promise; 
and in the trial of such case, the deposit note or notes in suit, together with 
a copy of the assessment or assessments thereon, and of the notice of said 
assessment, certified by the secretary of the company, under the seal there* 
of, shall be competent prima facie evidence to sustain the action or suit* 

Sec. 3. That if said company shall elect to sue only for the amount 
assessed, as aforesaid, it shall be necessary, in declaring, to set forth only 
that the defendant or defendants is a member or are members of said com- 
pany, the deposit note or notes of such defendant or defendants, the assess- 
ment or assessments thereon, thereby showing the liability of such defen- 
dant or defendants, and from such liability raising a promise to pay; and 
also, to set forth that notice of the assessments had been given, as provided 
in said act of incorporation, thirty days before the suit; and upon the trial 
of such case, a copy of the deposit note of the defendant or defendants, 
certified by the secretary of said company, under the seal thereof, together 
with a copy of the assessment or assessments upon the defendant or defend- 
ants, and of the said notice, certified to by the same officer and in the same 
manner, shall be competent prima facie evidence to sustain such suit or 
action; provided, that the amount of such assessment or assessments, when

For every four wheeled pleasure carnage, drawn by one horse, twenty 
cents;

8bc« 6. That whenever five continuous miles of said road is completed,

Sbc. 1. Be it enacted by the OeTteral Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
from and after the first daj of February, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty four, the body politic and corporate, heretofore known by the name 
and style of the 'Cincinnati Insurance Company, shall be known by the 
name and sMe of the Cincinnati Mutual Insurance Company. 

Ssa 9. That on the first day of February, as aforesaid, or so soon 
thereafter as may be convenient, the certificates of stock that may have been 
issued shall be canceled, and new certificates shall be issued to the stock- 
holders for so much as shall appear to be their value by the books of the 
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company; and which amount shall be determined bj the board of directors; 
the holders of which certificates-of stock shall be entitled to receive in* 
terest thereon, at the rate of ten per cent, per annum, payable on the sec- 
ond Monday of July and January; and the certificates so issued, by the 
board of directors, shall be legal and binding upon all parties concerned;

returned premiums, and shall isfsue to such person or firm a certificate de- 
claring him or them to be entitled to such portion of the funds of said com- 
pany as shall have been credited to him or them as aforesaid, and such cer- 
tificate shall entitle the holder thereof to the receipt of an interest, annually, 
not exceeding six per cent, which certificate shall contain a proviso that 
the amount named therein is liable for any future loss by said company; no 
person or firm shall be credited with or receive a certificate for a share of 
profits less than ten dollars, nOr for the fractional sums between even tens 
of dollars; all such sums are to be passed to the contingent accounts of the 
company, but no person shall receive a certificate unless he shall have paid 
his premium agreeably to the requisitions of the board of directors; every 
person or firm holding certificates, under this act, shall be entitled 
to one vote for every twenty five dollars so held, and the certificate may 
be assigned and transferred on the books of the company, in person or by 
power of attorney; but no stockholder indebted to the company shall be 
permitted to make a transfer or receive interest on the certificate until such 
debt is paid, or secured to the satisfaction of the president and board of di- 
rectors. In suits at law or in equity, when the said insurance Company is a 
party, the holders of certificates, not being in their individual capacities 
parties to such suit, shall be competent witnesses. 

Sec .4. That whenever the directors shall issue certificates, under the 
third section of this act, they shall redeem an amount of origial capital stock 
equal to the amount of certificates so issued, either by purchase or by pay- 
ing the holders thereof their proportionate amount, and by indorsing the 
same upon each certificate of capital stock, or by issuing new certificates 
for any balance not redeemed, as aforesaid; apd whenever the amount of 
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certficatefl^ usaed as aforesaid, 'after the redemption of the original cap* 
tal stock, shall exceed one hundred and fifty diousand (^oUars, then the 
board of directors may, if they deem it expedient, redeem, as aforesaid, 
an amount of certificates^ previously issued, not exceeding such excess* And 
when the amount of certificates, issued as aforesaid, shall exceed two hund* 
red and fifty thousand dollars, then the board of directors shall redeem, as 
aforesaid, an amount of certificates, previously issued, equal to such excess^ 
provided that the certificates of a subsequent year shall not be redeemed 
until all those of preceding years shall have been paid. . 

Sbc. 5« That if the holders of the majority gf the stock of any other 
Insarance Company, incorporated by the General Assembly of the State

the agreed value of such assets* 

Sec. 6^ That there shall be elected not less than fifteen nor more than 
tweny five directors, the number to, be determined by the stockholders at 
their meeting for election of directors, a majority of whom shall be holders of 
certificates of original, capital stock, until fifty per cent, of said capital 
stock shall have been paid, one third of the number, so elected, to constitute 
a quorum, and be competent to transact business; and the compensation of 
the president, as well as other oflicers of the said company, shall be fixed 
by the board of directors* 

Ssc* 7* That all parts of the act to which this is an amendment, which 
are inconsistent with this act^ be and the same are hereby repealed, and 
tbis act shall take eflPect and be in force so soon as the holders of a majority 
of the stock in said iusurance company shall, in writing, approve this act, 
of which the directors shall give public notice.

That at the election to be held in the township aforesaid, on 
tbe first Monday in April, next, the legal voters of said township, may vote 
for or against the proposition of this act, and the clerk of said eleotiooi 
shall keep a correct list of such votes, and if it shall appear on counting 
said votes, that a majority of those voting are in favor of the provisions of 
this act, then the trustees shall proceed as above directed, but if a majority 
shall vote against the provisions of this act then this act shdl be null and 
void.

Sec. 1 . BeU evmcied by the Oeneral JStsgembh/ of the State of Ohio^ That 
Michael Leatherman, James Cunningham and Samuel Stewand, the former 
of whom to be surveyor, of Aden county, Thomas HuJEzy and Justin Ham- 
ilton, of Mercer county, and Solomon Hardsop, of Yanwert county, are 
hereby appoiated commissioners to lay out and establish a free turnpike 
road from Lima, in Allen county, by the first lock, north of the deepcut, on 
the Miami Eiiension Canal, to some point in Mercer county, on the free 
turnpike road from St* Marys, to the Indiana state line, through the towu 
of Willshire, tn Yanwert county, which shall be constructed, repaired and 
preserved in the manner pointed out by this act* 

Sec. 3. The said trustees shall appoint a superintendent or superinten- 
dents, and such other agents as they may deem necessary to carry into effect 
the provinons of this act; and they shall keep a record of their proceedings, 
and a majority shall be a quorum and shall be competent to exercise anj 
of the powers herein granted. 

Sec 3. The said trustees shall meet in the town of Lima, in the county 
of Allen, on the second Monday in April, next, or at any time within one 
month thereafter, and organize by choosing one of their number to be pres- 
ident of said board; and they shall then take necessary measures to view, 
locate and establish said road, and of all such locations they shall cause true 
copies to be filed in the auditor's office of the proper county.

Sbc. 6d 80 much of ther taxes appropriated by this act as shall be paid 
into the county treasury, ^hall be computed by the county auditor, as accu- 
rately as may be» and paid over to said trustees or their authorized agents:

in the county where collecied* ' 

Sec. 7. The trustees shall have power to receive donations of land to 
aid in the construction and repair of said road, and to convey the same in 
fee simple; they may take releases for the right of way, and they shall ex- 
pend the money in their band^ only on such parts of the road, the location 
of which s^ll have been permanently established* 

8kc« 8. The said trustees, and their successors, shall be a corporation, 
by the name of the Trustees of the Lim^ and Canal Lock Turnpike Koad, 
for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of this act; it shall be 
their duty to prosecute for all obstructions of said road, or for injuries done 
to the same or to the bridges thereon, and the fines and damages, collected 
on such prosecntionsi shiul be for the benefit of said road, and be paid to 
the trustees. 

Sxc 9. The said trustees shall, annually, in the month of January, make 
a full setdement of all their receipts and expenditures under this act, and 
publish an account thereof in some newspaper on the line of said road,' and, 
also^ deposit a copy of such settlement in the auditor's office of each county 
through which the road passes. 

Ssc 1(X If the supervisor of any road district^ through which this road 
shall be located, shall wish to Appropriate any portion of the two days labor 
to be performed .on highways in his disfritit, to the construction, preservation 
or repair of this road, he shall be and hereby is authorized to do so; pro- 
videdf however, that in the application of such labor he shall, in all res* 
pects, be governed by the directions of the trustees or their authorized 
agents. 

Sxc* 1 1. The trustees appointed under this act shall be allowed their 
reasonable personal expenses when engaged 'in the business of the road; 
and should any vacancy happen in any of the aforesaid trustees, by death, 
removal or otherwise, the commissioners of the county, in which such va- 
cancy may happen, 00 being notified thereof, shaill fill the same as often as 
it may occur. 

Sec is. That whenever any other free turnpike road (save the one

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General .Assembly of the Stale of Ohio^ That 
Collin Thorp, John B. Kimmell and Payne G. rarker, of Williams county, 
be and they are hereby appointed commissioners to lay out and establish a 
free turnpike road, in the county of Williams, beginning at the angle south 
of Bryan, in the Ottawa, Defiance and Wisst Buffalo, free turnpike road; 
thenpe to the town of Center; thence to Denmark; thence to the Indiana 
state line in the direction of Enterprise, in said state of Indiana, which shall 
be.constructed) repaired, and preserved in the manner pointed out in this 
act. 

Sec. 2. The said commissioners shall have power to transact any busi- 
ness, and exercise any powers, devolving upon or intrusted to them by this 
act,, and they sliall keep a record of their proceedings, which shall be at all 
times open for inspection by any person inter^3ted, desiring to inspect the 
same; said commissioners shall meet on the first Monday of April, one 
thousand eight hundred and forty four, or at any time within six days there- 
after, and organize, by choosing one of their number president of said 
board, and they shall then take measured to view, locate and establish said 
road, and of all such locations, they shall file a copy with the auditor of 
Williams county. 

Sec. 3. The commissioners shall have power; to receive subscriptions 
and donations, in money or property, real or personal; which shall be ap- 
plied to the construction of said road; they make contracts for the con- 
struction of the same, in a solid and durable manner, and keeping the same 
in repair; they may open and finish said road, in the first instance, along 
such portions of the line thereof as will soonest render the whole line 
thereof, available for travel and transportation. 

»Sec. 4. The taxes levied for road purposes within one mile of said 
road, on all property, real or personal, in the townships of Farmer, Center 
and St. Joseph, on each side of said road, and in the township of Wash- 
ington, and the taxes levied on all property within one mile on the south 
side of said road, shall be applied to the construction and repair of said 
road, and all persons owing such taxes, who may wish to discharge the 
same in labor, shall apply the same under the direction of said commis- 
sioners. 

Ssc. 5, So much of the taxes appropriated by this act, as shall be paid 
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into the conDty treasury, shall be computed by the county auditor, as ac- 
corately as may be, and paid ovpr to said commissionetSy to be by them 
expended in the construction of said road; it shall be the duty of the au- 
ditor of Williams county, in computing the portion of road tax that may 
have accrued within the aforesaid limits, on each side of said road, to em- 
brace the whole of any tract of land, not exceeding eighty acres, of which 
any part shall be within said limits, and for all duties performed by him, 
under the provisions of this act, he shall be allowed .the same fees allowed 
by law, for similar services in other cases, to be allowed by the county 
commissioners, and paid out of money belonging to the county. 

SbC 6. The said commissioners, and their successors, shall be a 
corporation byHhe name and style of the Center and Denmark Free 
Turnpike Road, for the purpqfse of carrying into effect the provisions of 
this act; f^nd it shall be- their duty to prosecute, for all, obstructions to said 
road, or for injuries done to the same, or the bridges thereon; and the form 
of aach prosecution shall be in the action of debt, and the amount recov- 
erable in each case, shall be the amount of damages actually found by the 
court or jury, and in all cases, the said commissioners shall. have a right 
to soe, either before a justice of the peace, or in the court of cotnmon 
pleas^ of the proper county; which suit shall be appealable as in other ca- 
ses, and the amount collected in each ca^e, shall be expended by the com- 
miasioners in the construction of said road., 

Sbc. 7* The 9aid commissioners shall, annually, in the month of Janu- 
ary, make a full statement of their receipts and expenditures under this act, 
and deposit a copy thereof, with the auditor of Williams county. 

Sec, 8. The supervisor of f^iy road district through which said road 
may pass, shall be and is hereby authorized .to appropriate any part of the 
two days labor within his district, which he may deem expedient to the 
construction, preservation and repair of said road, under the direction of 
said commissioners. 

Sbc* 9. The commissioners of said road shall be allowed their reason- 
able expenses when engaged on the business of said road, and no more; 
and when any vacancy shall happen in said board, by death,, resignation or. 
otherwise, the commissioners of the county of Williams, on being notified 
tbereofy shall fill the same as often as it may occur* 

Sec. 10. The expenses of surveying and location, andother expenses 
incidental to the construction, preservation, superintendence and repair of 
said road, shall be paid out of the funds appropriated by this act, for the 
construction, preservation and repair of said road, 

Ssc. 1 1. This act shall not be so construed as to in any way interfere 
urith the fund appropriated for the construction, preservation and repair of 
the Ottawa, Defiance and West Buffalo Free Turnpike Road. 

Ssa 12* This act to take effect and be in force from and after the pas-

wagons^ carrying stone or wood into the city of Cincinnati, on any M'Ad- 
amized road or roads belonging to said county, where the loads so carried 
shall exceed fifteen hundred pounds in weight, and any person or persons 
violating such rules and regulations shall be liable to pay a fine, not exceed- 
ing one dollar for the first otfence, and for every subsequent offence, a fine

Sxc. I. BeU enacted by the, Genial Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Jacob Rosenberg; and. Jesse. Wheeler, of the ^unty of Hancock, and 
John Parish, Henry Kilbefer, Jpseph Nichols and Isaac M'Cracken, of the 
county of Putnam, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners to lay 
OQt and establish a free turnpike road from Fmdlay, in the countr of Han- 
cock; thence to Benton, in said county of Hancock; thence to Pendleton, 
Columbus Grove and Kalida, in the county of Putnam, which shall be con- 
stracted, repaired and preserved, in the manner pointed out in this act. 

S£c« 2. . That said commissioners shall have power to appoint' a su-

Weakley, AmosBarr, and their associates, members of Lebanon Lodge, No. 
15, of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, at Lebanon,* Warren county,

Sec. 1* Be it enacted.hy the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
William Mills^ John Loe, George H. Siples, William Bell, Simon Wolf, of 
Greene county, Jonathan Harshman and Israel Snodgrass, of Montgomery 
county, and their associates, be aqd they are hereby created a body corpo- 
rate, under the name of the Yellow Springs, Tylerville and Smithville 
Turopike Road Company, for the purpose of constructing a road from the 
Yellow Springs, in Greene county, through Tylerville, following as nearly 
as may be, the present state road urltil it intersects the turnpike road lead- 
ing from Dayton to Fairfield, a short distance south of Jonathan Harsh* 
man's mill; which company shall have all the rights, privileges and powers, 
and be subject to all the restrictions de&ned in the ''adt to provide for the 
regulation of turnpike companies,'' passed January seventh, one thousand 
eight hundred and servent^en, and the several acts amendatory thereto, ex- 
cept in so far asi the same may be modified or changed by the special pro- 
visions of this act.

For every cart drawn by one horse or two oxen, ten cents; for every 
horse or ox in addition, five cents. 
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Sec* 6. That whenever five continuous miles of said road are completed, 
according to the provisions of the said act for the regulation of turnpike 
companies, the aforesaid company may erect a gate, and receive tolls Irom 
persons traveling said road, at the above ispecified rates, provided that such 
persons shall be exempt from paying tolls as are exempted in the eleventh 
section of the aforesaid act for the regulation of turnpike companies, saviog 
only, persons conveying public mails of the United States, which lastmcD-

Sec. 7« That said company and the corporators thereof shall be subject

To incorporate the Lebanon Academy. 

Sec. 1« Beit enacted by the Greneral Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
J. Milton Williams, Thomas Corwin, Lorenzo Clifibrd, J. Parks Gilchrist^ 
David P. Egbert, John Anderson, John S. Ashmead and J. T. Bone, and 
their associates, who now own or may hereafter take stock in the Leb- 
anon Academy, be and they are hereby declared a body politic and corpo- 
rate in law, by the name of the Lebanon Academy, and, as such, shall have 
perpetual succession, capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being 
impleaded, in any action at law or suit in chancery, in any court proper to 
try the same; and may, also, have and use a common seal, and the same to 
brieak, alter or renew at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The objects of the institution aforesaid shall be to educate 
males and females in higher branches of learning than are usually taught 
in the common schools of the country, and to instruct them in the elements 
of morality and the great truths of the christian religion; provided, that the 
particular tenets or creed of any particular sect or denomination shall never 
be taught or enforced rn said institution; and to carry these measures into 
execution the Lebanon Academy shall be capable, in law, of acquiring und 
holding, either by gift, devise or purchase, any property, real or personal, 
not exceeding twenty thousand dollars in value, and the same to dispose of 
for the use of the institution; provided that no part of the funds or proper- 
ty of said institution shall, at any time, be used in banking, or in striking or 
issuing bank paper. 
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Sfic/ 3. . The capital stock of the Lebanon Academy shall not exceed 
twenty thousand dollars, and shall consist of shares of twenty dollars each, 
to be paid in instalments of five dollars on each share, as follows, viz: The 
first instalment shall be paid on the first day of March, one thousand ei^ht 
hundred and forty four, and the other three instalments shall be paid annu- 
tllj thereafter; and the board of trustees may at any time require of the 
stockholders, to execute their promissory notes to the institution, or other 
person or persons, for stock remaining unpaid; but such notes shall not be 
made payable at any other time than herein provided for the payment of 
ttock, unless by the consent of the maker of the note. 

Sbc. 4. Every person who now owns or may hereafter take stock in 
the Lebanon Academy, shall be a stockholder in the institution to the amount 
of stock by him subscribed; and for ai:\y number of shares he may own, not 
exceeding nine, he sh'all be entitled to one vote; for ten shares, he shall 
have two votes; and for each additional share, he shall have one vote; but 
at any election hereafter the officers holding the same may, at their discre- 
tion, deprive delinquent stockholders the privilege of voting. ' 

Sec. 5. The institution aforesaid may collect its stock in its own name, 
by action of debt, in any court bavins competent jurisdiction. 

Sec* 6. The board of trustees of the Lebanon Academy shall consist of 
twelve trustees, who shall choose from their own body a president and sec- 
retary, and five of them, the president or secretary being one of the num- 
ber, shall form a quorum for the transaction of any business; the trustees 
shall hold their offices for the term of three years, and until their .successors 
tre chosen and enter upon the performance of their duties, except as here- 
inafter provided; the president and secretary shall hold their respective 
officjes until their several terms of office as trustees shall expire, and they 
ihall severally perform the duties usually required of such officers respec- 
tively, and, also, all other duties enjoined on them by the rules, laws and 
regulations of the institution; the board of trustees shall hold their meetings 
fttsach time and place as they shall designate; and the president, when he 
deems i( expedient, may call a meetitig of the board, and in the absence of 
the president or secretary at any meeting^ the board of trustees may ap- 
point a president or secretary pro tempore* 

Sec 7. The board of trustees of the Lebanon Academy shall consist of 
the following persons, who shall severally hold their respective offices for 
the periods of time hereinafter mentioned, und until their successors are 
respectively chosen and accept the office, or until they may be severally 
otherwise superceded, to wit: Thomas Corwin, president, and Nathan Gra» 
katn, Ebed Stowell and Francis B. Howell, trustees, shall bold their offices 
until the first Monday of March, one thousand eight hundred and forty five; 
J. Milton Williams, secretary, and Hudson Blackleach, Robert Knox and 
Bicbard Parceil, trustees, shall continue in office until the first Monday in 
Mftrch, one thousand eight hundred and forty six; and James K. Hurin, 
William H, P. Denny, William R. Cdllett and J. Parks Gilchrist, trustees, 
shall retain their offices until the first Monday of March, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty seven. 

Skc. 8. The stockholders of the institution shall meet on the first Mon- 
day of March, one thousand eight hundred and forty five^ and annually 
thereafter, at the academy, or at such other place aa may be appointed by 
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the prerfdenty Dotice of which meeting shall be given by the president, for 
the purpose of electing four trustees; all such elections shall be by baliotf 
and the president shall preside, the secretary shall be clerk and the trustees 
present shall act as judges of such elections; and the persons bavii^ the 
highest number of votes shall be declared elected. 

iSsc. 9. If at any time any vacancy shall occur in the office of presi* 
dent, secretary or trustees, otherwise than by the expiration of the term 
thereof, such vacancy may be supplied by the board of trustees at any 
meeting thereof; and the person so chosen shall hold such office until the 
expiration of the term of office of the person in whose place he was oho- 
sen, and no longer* 

Sec* 10. The concerns of the Lebanon Academy shall be managed bj 
a board of trustees; they -shall select, purchase, or otherwise procure and 
inclose a site for the academy; they shall superintend the erection and re* 
pair of a suitable building, or the procurement and repairing of one already 
built; they shall procure apparatus, and all furniture and other articles suita- 
ble for such an institution ; they shall employ a teacher or teachers, assistants^ 
and all other officers necess/iry for conducting a seminary; they shall regu- 
late the admission and government of the students; they shall make all con- 
tracts on behalf of the mstitution, but such contracts, to be valid, shall be 
signed by the president and countersigned by the secretary; they shall, 
from time to time, make and enforce such rules, regulations and laws, not 
inconsistent with, or contraiy to, the laws of the land, and take all such 
proper measures as shall be for the support, the good government and well 
being of the institution; and they shafl generally do and perform all such 
matters and things as shall be by them deemed conducive to the benefit 
and interests of the institution. 

Sbc. 11. The board of trustees shall have pow^r to manage, appFopri<* 
ate and dispose of the funds and property belonging to the institution, but 
no funds shall be paid out except upon the order of the president, counter- 
signed by the secretary; provided that the funds and property of the insti- 
tution shall not be applied or appropriated to any use, or for any purpose, 
not herein expressed or intended. 

Saa 13* The board of trustees may appoint a treasurer and other offi- 
cers of the institution, not selecting the same from their own body, who 
shall hold their offices for such time, shall perform such duties, and give 
such security as shall be prescribed by the rules, law^ and reguhitions of 
the institution. 

Sec. 1 S. ' That said company and the trustees thereof shall be subject to 
the provisions of *^an act instituting proceedings against corporations not 
possessing banking powers and the visitorial powers of courts, and to pro- 
vide for the regulation of corporations generally, '^ passed March seventh, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty two.

To asMod the aet entttlsd '*an act to incorporate the town of Milan,** passed Fdhraary 83, 1833, and 

the several acts amendatory thereto.

Whereas, Uie town of Milan has borrowed, and is now indebted, in the 
sDin of tweaty thousand doUara, which will become due early in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty four, bonds for which are 
now outatanding, secured by pledge of the real estate in said town; and, 
whereas^ it isahe duty of the town council of said town to levy a tax 
open the taxable property in said town to pay said sum, whenever it shall 
become due; therefore-*- 

J 

Sac. 1. BeU enacted bg the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
whenever ^ tax shall be levied by the town council of the town of Milan, 
ibr die payment of the principal of the indebtedness of said town, for 
eanal purposes, it shall be lawful for any person or persons, so assessed, 
hiving first obtained the assent of the holder or holders of any bond or 
boods of said town, to execute a mortgage or mortgages to said bond hold* 
er or holders, upon the property included in said tax duplicate, to secure 
tbe portion of such person or persons, naming therein the purposes for 
which any bond or bonds, note or notes accompanying such mortgage, 
iball be given, and any mortgage, so executed, shall have the same prece- 
dences of lien upon the property, so pledged, as though the same remained 
Qpon the tax duplicate. 

Bac 3« It diall be lawfol for any such mor^;agor or mortgagors to 
OMdce it a condition of any mortgage, made in pursuance of the first <sec- 
lioa of this act, that on the failure of such mortgagor or mortgagors to pay 
toy sum of money, so secured, the mortgagee or mortgagees shall have 
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power to foreclose the same, and, hy prpceeding in chancery, sell the same 
or any part thereof to the highest bidder to pay the tax thereon, provided, 
however, that said mortgagor or mortgagors shall have the right to redeem 
the same within two years from such d»y of sale, as on sale for taxes, and» 
provided further, that every such mortgagor or mortgagors shall pay ten 
per cent, interest upon the amount of such tax, from the date of such sale 
to the day of payment, or tender of the debts and costs, and no more. 

It shall be la\yful for the holder or holders of any bond or bonds 
of said town, to discharge^ any portion of the lands and tenements included 
in said town, and its annexations from said lien, 6n the payment of the tax 
assessed against such lands and tenements for the principal of said indebt- 
edness, without impairing the validity of their lien upon any other portion 
of said town or annexat.iona.. 

Sec 4. The sale of any lands or tenements, by virtue of any decree w 
chancery, under this act shall be held in said town of Milan, but otherwise 
in pursuance of the existing laws of this state, applicable to the sale of 
lands in proceedings in chancery, with the exception provided for in the 
first section of this act. 

Sec 5. In case the lands or tenements of any person or persons shall,' 
at any time, have been sold under the provisions of this act, and said per- 
son or persons shall wish to redeem the same, as provided for in the second 
section of this act, they shall proceed as in cases of land sold for taxes 
under the existing laws in relation to lands sold for taxes for state and coua« 
ty purposes. 

Sec. 6. That whenever any person or persons shall purchase any lands

by any person by lease, the stock and dividends shall be paid to the per- 
aon or persons holding the fee of said land, provided, however, that the 
portion beloi^ging to any erections by any lessee, upon any such lands, 
ihail be made to such lessee in case any snch erections shall be sold for 
faxes. 

Sec. 1 3« That all lands and tenements belonging to minors, feme covert, 
isdaoe person or persons in captivity, which may be sold under the provis- 
ions of this act, may be redeemed at any time within two years from and 
after the expiration of such disability.

AN ACT 

To ameiMl the act incorporating the Wayne, Medina and Cuyahoga Turnpike Company. 

Whereas, in the act to incorporate the Wayne, Medina and Cuyahoga 
Turnpike Company, passed February second, one thousand eight bund* 
red and twenty four, the legislature has reserved the right to regulate 
the toll after the year one thousand eight hundred and forty three; there- 
fore — 

Sbo. 1. Beii enacted by the General Asmnbhf of the State of Ohio^ That 
whenever said company shall have said road in good repair, according to 
the provisions of the act to provide for the regulation of turnpike compa- 
nies, passed January seventh, one thousand eight hundred and seventeen, 
•nd the several acts amendatory thereto, they shall have a right to demand 
iad receive of all persons traveling the same, who are not exempted from 
the payment of toll by the above recited act, the following rates of toll for 
wery ten miles of said road, and in the same proportion for a greater or less 
Stance, to wit: 

For every four wheel lumber wagon, drawn by two horses or oxen, 
twelve and a half cents; 
For the same drawn by three horses, sixteen cents; 
For the same drawn by four horses, twenty cents; 
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Pot the same drawn by five horses, twenty five cents ;^ 

For the same drawn by six horses, thirty one and a fourth cents;. 

For every four wheel pleasure carriage or buggy, drawn by two horses, 
twenty cents; 

For every pleasure buggy or sulky, drawn by one horse, ten cents; 

For every two wheel carriage, drawn by two horses or oxen, fifteen cents; 
for every horse in addition, five cents; 

For every two wheel pleasure carriage, except sulkies, drawn by one 
horse, sixteen cents; for every horse in addition, six and a quarter cents; 

For every two wheel carriage, drawn by one horse, ten cents; 

Fpr every horse and rider, six and a quarter cents; 

For every sled or sleigh, drawn by one horse, six and a fourth cents; 

For the same drawn by two horses or oxen, twelve and a half cents; 

For every horse or yoke of oxen in addition, six cents; 

For every horse, mule or ass, led or driven, six months old or upwards, 
three cents; 

For every head of neat cattle, two cents; 

For every score of sheep or h(^, twelve and a half cetits; 

It is further provided, that if the grades of any of the hills shall be found 
to exceed five degrees elevation, in any case, it shall not impair the right of 
the company to collect toll as herein authorized before the first day of De« 
cember, one thousand eight hundred and forty four, but thereafter the com- 
pany shall be entitled to only one half the rates of tolls within specified, 
while any hill shall exceed the grade of five degrees. 

Sec. ^. All acts and parts of acta which conflict with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed. This act to be in force from and after its 
passage.

Sec. 1. Be it enacted^ the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Herman Grephart, James Dean, Thomas Clegg, John Wiggam, David Stout,

William Gunckel, Christopher Taylor, Lewis Shuey, William J. McKLq* 
ney, David Davis, Jacob Coblentz, Henry L. Brown« Joseph ?• Boweo, 
George dinger, Jacob Neibert, Michael Cassady, William Sawyer, Elias 
Matthews, John Furnas, Alex.

Sbc 2. That each and every person or persons who shall at any timo 
become interested in said company, by insuring therein, and also their res- 
pective heirs, executors, administrators and assigns, continuing to be in- 
nred therein as hereinafter provided, shall be deemed and taken to be mem- 
bers thereof for and during the terms specified in their respective poIicieS|

Ssc. 3. That there shall be a meeting of said company at Dayton, in the

carred in transacting the concerns of said company; they shall elect one of 
their own number to act as president, and may hold their meetings monthly, 
and oftener if necessary for transacting the business of the company, and 
shall keep a record of their proceedings; and any director or directors, dis- 
agreeing with a majority of the board at any meeting, may enter his or their 
dissent, with bis or their reasons therefor, on the record of their proceed- 
ings. 

Sec. 5. Every person who shall become a member of said company, by 
efTecting insurance therein, shall, before he receives his policy, deposit his 
promissory note for such a sum of money as shall be determined by the di- 
rectors; and at the time of receiving such policy, shall pay on said note a 
part not exceeding five per centum, and the remainder of such deposit note 
shall be payable by such instalments as the directors may prescribe for the 
Uses and purposes of said company, as a fund to pay expenses and'losses;

Sec 6. That every member of said company shall be aqd hereby is 
bound and obliged to pay his portion of all losses and expenses happening 
and accruing in and to said company, to the amount of bis deposit note, and 
no further; and all buildings insured by and with said assurance, together 
with the right, title and interest of the insured, to the lands on which they 
stand, shall be pledged to said company; and the said company shall have a 
lien thereon against the insured during the continuance of his, her or their 
policies. 

Sec. 7. That in case of any loss or dama^ by fire happening to any 
member, on property insured in and with said company, the said member 
shall give notice thereof in writing to the director^, or some one of thenni 
or the secretary of said company, within thirty days from the time such loss 
or damage may have happened; and the directors, upon a view, or in such 
Other way as they may deem proper, shall ascertain and determine the amount 
of said lessor damage; and if the party suffering is not satisfied wijth thede** 
termination of the directors, the question nhay be submitted to referees, or the 
said party may bring an action against said company for the loss or damage, 
At the next term of the court of comnion pleas in Montgomery county, and 
not afterwards, unless said court shall be nolden within six months after said 
dcternination, but if holden within that time, then at the next court holden 
in said county thereafter; and if, upon trial of said action, a greater sum 
shall be recovered than the amount determined upon by the directors, the 
party suflfering shall have judgnient therefor against said company, with inter- 
est thereon from the time said loss or damage happened, and costs of suit; but 
if no more shall be recovered than the amount aforesaid, the said party i>hall 
become. nonsuit, and the said company shall recover their costs, provided 
that the judgment, last mentioned, shall in no wise aSect the claim of said 
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lafiering party to the amoaDt of loss or damage, as detertnin^d by the di- 
rectors aforesaid; provided, also, that execution shall not issue on any judg* 
meat, against said cpaipany, until aft^r expiration of three oionths from the 
rendition thereof. 

Ssc. 8. That the directors bhall, after receiving notice of any loss or 
damage by fire, sustained by any member, and ascertaining the same, or 
after the rendition of any judgment as aforesaid, against said company for 
such loss or damage, settle or determine the sums lo be paid by the several 
floembers thereof, as their respective portion of such loss, and publish the 
fiime in such manner as they shall see fit, or as the bylaws shall have pre- 
scribed; and the sum to be paid by each member shall always be in pro- 
portion to the original amount of his deposit note or notes, and shall be 
paid to the treasurer within thirty days next after the publication of said 
BOtice; and if any member shall, for the space of thirty days after the pub- 
lication of said notice, neglect or refuse to pay the sum assessed upon bun, 
ber or them, as his, her or tbeir proportion of any loss as aforesaid, in such 
case the directors may sue for and recover the whole amount of his, her 
or their deposit note or notes, with costs of suit; and the money thus col- 
bcted shall remain in the treasury of said company, subject to the pay- 
ment of such loss and expenses as have or may hereafter accrue, and the 
balance, if any remain, shall be returned to the party from whom it was 
eollectedy on demand, after thirty days from the expiration of the term for 
which insurance was made. 

Ssc. 9. That the said company may make insurances for any term not 
exceeding ten years; and any policy of insurance issued by said company, 
flgoed by the president, and countersigned by the secretary, shall be deem- 
ed valid aod binding on said company, in all cases where the insured has a 
title in fee simple, unincumbered, to the building or buildings insured, and to 
(be lands covered by the same; but if the insured have a less estate therein, 
or if the premises be incumbered the policy shall be void, unless the true title 
of the insured and the incumbrances of the premises be expressed therein, 
and in the application therefor. 

Sbc. 10. That the directors shall settle and pay all the losses within 
three months after they shall have been notified as aforesaid, but no allow- 
ance is to be made in estimating the damages, in any case, for gildijqg, his- 
torical or landscape painting, stucco or carved work. 

Sbc II. That when any house or other building shall be alienated, by 
tale or otherwise, the policy shall, thereupon, be void, and be surrendered 
to the directors to be canceled; and, upon such surrender, the insured shall 
he entitled to receive his, her, or their deposit notes upon the payment of 
his, her, or their proportion of all the losses and expenses that have accrued 
prior to such surrender, provided that the alienee or grantee having" the

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Gteneral Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Edson Gait of the county of Hancock, and John E« Criton and Christian 
Haber, of the county of Putnam, be and they are hereby appointed com- 
missioners to lay out and establish a free turnpike road from Findlay, in the 
eounty of Hancock; thence to Gilboa, Ottawa, Glandorf and Kalida, in 
the comity of Putnam; thence the nearest and best route to the Miami 
Caaal, which shall be constructed, repaired and preserved, in the manner 
pointed out in this act.

Beii enacted by the Greneral Assembly of the Slate of Ohio^ That 
Thomas Earl^ Cornelius Waldron. Jamed Woodard, Obadiah Brainard, Ar- 
via OliD, Simeon Birge, E. W. Crane, John PerkinB, B. F. Hopkins, SoU 
omon Cole, Joy H* Pendleton, Marvin Kent and George H. Price, of the 
county of Portage, and such others as may be associated with them, be and 
they are hereby created a body politic and corporate, with perpetual sue- 
cession, by the name and style of the Franklin Academy, and^ by that 
name, shall be competent to contract and be contracted with, to sue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto in all courts 
of law and eqaity ; and to hare and to use a common seal, which they may 
break, alter or renew at pleasure*

County, and to tbe Michigaa State line. 

Sbc. 1. Be it enacted by the General As^embtjf of the State df Ohio, That 
T. R. McCSure and Levi Grove, of the eounty of PutDaro, and Ebenezer 
Lathrop and Samael Knapp, of the county of Henry, and William Cox 
and William Jones, of the county of Lucas, be and they are hereby ap- 
pointed commissioners to lay out and establish a free turnpike road from 
Kalida, in the county of Putnam; thence to Napoleon, in the county of 
Henry; thence north, on the most suitable ground, in the direction of Adrian, 
in Michigan, which shall be constructed, repaired and preserved, in the 
ipanner pointed out in this act 

Sec, 2. That the 89.id commissioners shall have power to appoint a su- 
perintendent oreuperintendents, and such odier agents as they may deem 
necessary to carry into eflfect the provisions of this act, a majority of said 
commissipners ahall be a quorurti, having power to transact any business 
and exercise any powers devolving upon or intrusted to them by this act; 
and they shall keep a record of their proceedings, which shall, at all times^ 
be open for inspection by any person desiring to inspect the same* 

Sbc. S. That said commissioners shall meet on the first day of April, one

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Hid repair tfiapeof» and all per&ons owiog such taxes, who may wieh to dis* 
charge the tame iu labor, shall applj such labor under the direction of said 
eoDimissioners, or their agent appointeil for that purpose, at the rate of sev- 
enty five cents per day. 

Sbc. 6. So much of the taxes appropriated by this act as shall be paid 
into the connty treasury, shall be -computed by ihe county auditor as accu<- 
ntely as may be, and paid over upon the order of the president and secre- 
tuy of said commissioners, certifying that labor to the amount of said order 
his been done on said road, and all tazes so computed by the county audi- 
tor riudl be expended on said road in the county where collected.

To provide for the more efiectaal pimiilunent of certain ofiencae ia the pounty of Fraaklin. 

Sec. K Be it enacted by the CreneraJ Jlssemhly of the Stale of Ohio, That 
if any person in the county of Franklin, shall, in the night season, unlaw- 
fully break open and enter any mansion house, siiop, store, boat or other 
watercraft, in which any person shall reside or dwell, and shall commit or 
attempt to commit any personal violence or iibuse, or shall be so armed 
with any dangerous weapon, as to indicate a violent intention, the person 
so offending, shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars, and be imprisoned in the county jail, at haid 
labor, under the direction of the county commissioners, for a time not ex- 
ceeding six months,.at the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 2. That if any person in the county of Franklin, shall, in the day 
time, unlawfully break open and enter any of the tenements named in the 
first section of this bill, and shall commit, or attempt to <:ommit, any person- 
al abuse, force or violence, he or she so offending, shall, upon conviction 
thereof, bo fined in any sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, and be im* 
prisoned in the' county jail, at hard labor, under the direction of the county 
commissioners, for a tiihe not exceeding five months, at the discretion of 
the court. 

Sec 3. That if any person in the county of Franklin shall steal any 
money, or other eoods and chattels of any kind whatever, of less value 
than thirty five dollars, the property of another, or shall steal or malicious* 
ly destroy any bank bill, promissory note, bill of exchange, order, warant, 
draft, check, or bond, given for the payment of any sum under thirty five 
dollars, the property of another, every person so offending, on conviction 
thereof, shall make restitution to the party injured, in two fold the value of 
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tbe property stolen, and be fined iit wny sum • not exceeding two hundred 
dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the county jail, ait hard labor, under the 
(iiiYction of the county cOtnmissioners, foi^ any time not exceeding 6ix 
moDthsy at the discretion of the court; but atiy or all of the foregoing pun- 
iBbments may be inflicted, according to the aggravated nature of the offence, 
at the discretion of the court. 

Sbc, 4* That if any person in the county of Franklin, shall conceal 
any stolen money, goods or chattels, of any kind whatever, of less value 
than thirty five dollars, the person so concealing,' know^ing the same to 
kave been stolen, shall be considered as an aider and abetter, or accom- 
plice, and, on conviction thereof, shall- be fined, for every such oflence, in 
any sum not exceeding two hundred dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the 
coaaty jail, at hard labor, under the directiop of the county commissioners 
for any time not exceeding six months, or either or both, at the discretion 
of the court* 

Sbc 5. That if any person vttithin the connty of Franklin, shall wil- 
folly or maliciously eet fire to or burn, or cause to be burned, any barrack 
or stack of hay, wheat, rye, oats, barley, flax, hemp, or fodder, or grain of 
iDy kind, or any corncrib, or place wherein corn may be deposited, or any 
feDce, boards, plank, scantling, rails, tanbark, or timbef', the property of 
sttotiier, every person so of&nding, shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined 
in any sum not pore than five hundred dollars, nor less than ten dollars, and 
be imprisoned in th^ county jail, at hard labor, under the direction of the 
eoonty commissioners, any time not exceeding six months, at the discretion 
of the court, and shall be answerable to the party injured in double the 
damages. 

Sec 6. That 4f any person in the county of Franklin shall wilfully 
and malicioxisly kill or destroy, any horse, mare, foal, filly, mule or ass, 
sheep, goat, cow, steer, ox, bull, heifer or swine, the property of another, 
nch person shall, upon conviction thereof, be fined in any sum not more 
than one hundred, nor less than five dollars, and be^ imprisoned in the county 
jail, at hard labor, und^r the direction of the county commissioners, for a 
time not excieeding four months, at the discretion of the court; and shall, 
nioreover, be liable to the owner, of the property killed or destroyed^ in 
double the value thereof; provided that nothing in this section shall be con- 
itmed to extend to any person ^ho shall kill any of the before mentioned 
animals trespassing on his or her inclosure*. 

Sec. 7. That all prosecutions under the provisions of this act shall be 
by indictment before the court of common pleas of Franklin county; and 
ao peraon shall be indicted or prosecuted for any offence against the pro- 
viiions of this act, except for the ofience of larcenyf for which the offender 
nmy be indicted and punished, any time within three years from the com- 
mission of the oflence, unless such indictment shall be found, or such prose- 
CQtioD be commenced, within one year from the time such offence was 
committed.

Sec« !• Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That, 
'whereas, J. Burnet, W. Goodman, L. Whiteman, O. M« Mitchell, E. Poor, 
H. Starr, J. H. Perkins, M. G. Williams, E. D. Mansfield, J. P. Foote, J. 
T. Brooke, G. P. Torrence, M. Greenwood, J. Jonas, J. P. Harrison, M* 
T* Williams, and others, have associated themselves under the title of the 
Cincinnati Astronomical Society, and, as such, hold property; the purpose 
of such society being to cultivate astronomical science, and to accomplish 
original observations in astronomy, therefore, the same is hereby created a 
body corporate, with perpetual succession, and, in said name, shall have 
power to acquire, hold and enjoy such property, real and personal, as may 
be proper and convenient for the attainment of the objects of the society, 
by purchase, donation or otherwise; and all such rights and privileges 
as may be necessary and convenient for the proper management and 
control of the same, and the same to dispose of as may be most conducive 
to the best interests of the society; and said society shall have power to

the County of Logan. 

Sic. 1. Beit enadedby the General Assembly of the State oj Ohioj That 
Daniel Wright, of the county of FrankliD, John Cassil and Norman Chip-* 
man, of the county of Union, and Joshua Marmon and James Grew, of the 
coantj of Logan, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners to lay 
out and establish a free turnpike road from the west boundary line of the re- 
corded plat of the town of Franklinton, in the county of Franklin, to the town 
of DobUn, in the county of Franklin; continuing thence, by the nearest and 
best route, to the town of Marysville, in the county of Union; continuing 
thence, by the nearest and best route, to the town of Bellefontaine, in the 
county of Logan; which shall be .constructed, repaired . and preserved in the 
manner pointed out in this act. 

Sec. 2. That the said commissioners shall have power to appoint a su- 
perintendent or superintendeiits, and such other agents as they may deem 
aeoessary to carry into effect the provisions of this act; a majority of said 
commissionen shall be a quorum, having power to transact any business 
and exercise any powers devolving upon or intrusted to them by this act; 
and they shall keep^a record of their proceedings, which shall be at all times 
opeu for inspection by any person desiring to inspect the same. 

Sic 3* That said commissioners shall meet dn the first Monday in April, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty four, or at any time within one month 
thereafter, and organize by choosing One of their number president of said 
board, and they sh^ll then take measures to view, locate and establish said 
road; and of all such locations they shall cause three copies to be filed in 
the auditor's office of the proper county. 

Sec 4. That the commissioners shall have power to receive subscriptions 
and donations in money or property, real or personal, which shall be ap- 
plied to the construction of said road; they may make contracts for con- 
Btructiflg the same in a solid and durable manner, and keeping the same in 
repair; they may open and finish .said road, in the first instance, along such 
portions of the line thereof as will soonest render the whole line thereof 
available for travel and transportation, and they shall have power to pur- 
chase and procure all the necessary implements and fixtures to preserve 
laid road in repair. 

Sec 5. The taxes levied for road purposes, on all property within two 
miles of said road on each side thereof, shall be applied to the construction 
and repair of the same; and all persons owing such taxes who may wish to 
discharge the same in labor, shall apply such labor under the direction of 
said commissioners, or their agent or agents, appointed for that purpose; 
provided, that the legislature may make any other disposition of tne taxes 
for road purposes which are directed to be applied to the construction and 
repair of this road after the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty. 

Sec 6. So much of the taxes appropriated by this act as shall be paid 
into the county treasury shall be computed by the county auditor, as 
accurately as may be, and paid over to said commissioners, or their agent; 
tu)d all taxes so computed by the county auditor shall be expended on said 
road in the county where collected. 

Beg, 7. It shall be the duty of the county auditors of the respective 
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counties through which said road shall pass, in computing the portion of 
road tax that may have accrued within the aforesaid limits on each side of 
said road, to embrace the whole of any tract of land, not exceeding two 
hundred acres, of which any part shall be within said limits; and for all duties 
performed by them, under this act, they shall be allowed the same fees 
allowed by law for similar services in other cases. 

Sbc. 8* The commissioiiers shall have power to receive donations of 
land to aid in the construction of si^id road> and to convey the same 
in fee simple; they may take releases of the right of way, and they 
shall expend the mopey in their hands only on such parts of the road aa 
shall have been permanently located and established. 

Sfic. 9. The said commissionersy and their successors, shall be a corpo* 
ration by the name of the Trustees of the Columbus, Marysville and Belle- 
fontaine Free Turnpike Road, for the purpose of carrying into eflect the 
provisions of this act; and it shall be their duty to prosecute for all obstruc- 
tions to said road, or for injuries done to the same, or the bridges there- 
on; and the form of such prosecutions shall be debt, and the amount re- 
coverable in each case shall be the amount^ of damages . actually iound 
by the court and jury, with ten per centum thereon; and in all cases,

B^it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
that part of Millcreek township, in the county of Hamilton, and state of 
Ohio, bounded east by the Lebanon turnpike, south by the city of Cincin* 
aatiy west by Millcreek, and north by the section line, one mile north of 
the city of Cincinnati, shall constitute a road district, for the special pur- 
pose hereinafter set forth. 

Sec. 2. That hereafter, annually, on the third Monday of April, the 
qoalified voters of said road district shall meet at such place within said dis^ 
trict as the trustees of Millcreek township shall designate, lo elect three 
commissioners, who shall reside, at the time of election, one, east of a 
itraight line running from Main street, to the north boundary of said dis- 
trict, one between said line and Western Row, and one west of Western 
Row, and when elected shall hold their office for one year, and until then* 
successors shall be chosen and qualified. 

Sbc. 3. That notice of said meeting shall be given by the clerk of Mill- 
creek township, by posting up advertisements in three public places within 
said district, at least ten days before said meeting, and the voters, when 
met, shall proceed to the election in all respects in the same mianner in 
which township elections are conducted, except that it shall be the duty of 
the townsh^) clerk to prepare poll books, and attend with the township 
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ballot box, and act as clerk of said election; and the expense of said electioD 

shall be paid out ofthe township treasury on the order of the trustees. 

Sec. 4. That said commissioners, when elected, shall take an oath of 
office, faithfully and impartially to discharge the duties enjoined on them 
by this act; and said commissioners and their successors in office, shall be a 
body politic and corporate in law, and, as such, shall he capable of contract- 
ing and being contracted with, of suing and being sued, of pleading and be- 
ing impleaded, in any court of law or equity within this state; and the said 
commissioners shall be entitled to receive one dollar per day, each, lor the 
time they may be necessarily engaged in the duties of their office, to be paid 
out of the township treasury on the order of said commissioners. 

Sicc. 5* That there shall be at the same time and place, elected by the 
qualified voters of said district, a supervisor of public roads and highways 
of said district, to serve one year and until his successor shall be chosen and 
qualified, who shall take an oath, faithfully and impartially to discharge the 
duties of his office, and shall give bond with such security and in such sum 
as the said commissioners shall approve, payable to the state of Ohio for 
the use of said district, conditioned for the faithful paying over and account- 
ing for all moneys that may come into his hands as supervisor aforesaid. 

Sec 6. That the said commissioners shall be and are hereby author- 
ized to establish grades, and enforce the paving or M'Adamizing of streets, 
lanes, alleys and sidewalks, under the following restrictions and regulations, 
and they shall appoint one of their own body, or some other suitable per- 
son, clerk, whose duty it shall be to keep a fair and accurate record of the 
proceedings of gaid commissioners, and of all surveys of streets, lanes, al- 
leys and roads, within said district, and all plats, plans, drafts, delineations 
and profiles, made by the surveyor under the direction of said commission- 
ers, who shall receive such compensation, or, in case the clerk be one of 
their own body, such additional compensation for his services as the board 
may think just and leasonable, to be paid out of the township treasury on 
the order of the commissioners. 

Sec 7. That said commissioners shall have authority to employ a com- 
petent engineer to make all necessary surveys of streets, lanes, alleys and 
roads within said district, who, after taking an oath or affirmation faithfully 
to execute his duty ab surveyor, shall proceed, under the direction of said 
commissioners, to suivey all such streets, &c., as they may require, and ex- 
ecute plats, plans, dratights and statements of the same, and to calculate 
and ascertain the grades best suited to the sitgation of the lots and land 
through which the same may pass, who shall be paid such sum for his ser- 
vice as may be agreed upon, out of the township treasury on the order of 
the commissioners. 

Sec. 8. Said commissioners shall have power to cause to be paved, re- 
paved or improved, any street, lane, alley or road, or part thereof, on peti- 
tion of not less than two thirds of the owners of lots or land abounding or 
abutting on said street, lane, alley or road, named in the petition; and to 
levy and collet a special tax for defraying the costs and expenses of the 
same, including the intersection of streets by an equal assessment on the 
feet front, bounding or abutting as aforesaid. 

Sec 9. That, on presentation of such petition, as is provided for in the 
preceding section of this act, said commissioners shall immediately cause 
the same to be surveyed and the grade established as directed in this act. 
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aad to contract for the grading and paving or M'AdamiziDg the same; but 
before entering into any contract to grade, pave or M'Adamize any street, 
lane, alley, road or sidewalk as aforesaid, the said commissioners shall cause 
at least ten days notice to be given in some newspaper printed, and in gen- 
eral circulation, in the city of Cincinnati, and said district, that proposals 
will be received by said commissioners for performing said grading and 
paving; and the said commissioners shall contract with the person or persons 
to do said work who shall propose to perform the same at the lowest rate, 
on said person or persons giving bond to said commissioners, with surety, 
to be approved by them, that the work will be faithfully performed accord- 
ing to the contract; and in case such bond and security be not given, then 
the said commissioners shall contract with the person or persons who shall 
propose to do the work at the next lowest rate, on giving bond and security 
as aforesaid. 

Sec. 10, That it shall be the duty of the clerk, immediately on such 
petition being presented and acted upon by said commissioners, to ascer- 
tain all the nmnes of the owners of real estate bounding or abuttmg on said 
street, alley, lane or road so to be improved, and the number of feet owned 
by each, and to make such equal assessment On each front foot of such real 
eHale as shall be sufficient to raise the whole amount required to pay the 
cost and expense of such improvement, including intersections of streets 
and excepting the expense of surveying, clerk's and commissioners' fees, 
Ilc, which are otherwise provided for in this act; provided that any error 
io the names of owners of real estate, or the number of front feet subject to 
taxation, shall at apy time be subject to correction and be reassessed con- 
formably to the true state of the case. 

Sec* IK That the special tax authorized in the preceding sections of 
diis act shall be levied and collected in the following manner: A certified 
copy of the list of the assessments shall be, by the clerk, made out and de- 
livered to the supervisor whose duty it shall be to make immediate demand 
of payment to the owner or owners, their agents or guardians, if they can 
be found in said county, or if not, then on the premises; and on failure to 
collect said tax, on demand as aforesaid, the said supervisor shall proceed

Towtablish a Free Tampike Road from Piqua, in Miami County, through Hardio, in Shelby Coun- 
ty, to WapaukoDJietta, in Allen County. 

Sec. 1* Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Thomas Carey and William Doak, of Shelby county, and Robert Skinner, 
of Allen county, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners to lay 
out and establish a Free Turnpike Road from the town of Piqua, in Miami 
county, or such point north of that as said commissioners shall select as the 
starting point, through Hardin, in Shelby county, to Wapaukonnetta, in 
Allen county, which shall be constructed, repaired and preserved in the 
maoDer pointed out in this act.^ 

Sec* 2. That said commissioners shall have power to appoint a su- 
perintendent or superintendents, and such other agents as they may deem 
necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this act; they shall keep a 
record of their proceedings, and a majority shall be a quorum, and shall be 
competent to exercise any of the powers herein granted. 

Sec. 3. The commissioners shall meet in the town of Hardin, in the 
county of Shelby, on the second Monday of April, one thousand eight hund-

have power to purchase and procure all the necessary implements and fix- 
tures to construct said road and preserve the same in repair. 

Sec. 5. The taxes levied for road purposes, on all property within two 
miles of said road on each side thereof, shall be applied to the construction 
of said road and the repair of the same; and all persons owing such taxes 
who may wish to discharge the same in labor, shall apply such labor under 
the direction of the said commissioners, or their agent appointed for that 
purpose. 

Sec 6. So much of the taxes appropriated by this act as shall be paid 
into the county treasury shall be computed by the county auditor, as 
accurately as may be, and paid over to said commissioners, or their agent; 
and all taxes so computed by the county auditor shall be expended on said 
road in the county where collected. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the county auditors of the respective 
counties through which said road shall pass, in computing the portion of 
road tax that may have accrued within the aforesaid limits on each side of 
said road, to embrace the whole of any tract of land, not exceeding one 
hundred and sixty acres, of which any part shall be within said limits; and for 
all duties performed by them under this act, they shall be allowed the 
same fees as are allowed by law in other cases for similar services. 

Sec 8. The commissioners shall have power to receive donations of 
land to aid in the construction of said road, and to convey the same 
in fee simple; they may take releases of the right of way, and they 
shall expend the money in their hands only on such parts of the road the 
location of which shall have been permanently established. 

Sec 9. The said commissioners, and their successors, shall be a corpo- 
ration by the name of the Piqua, Hardin and Wapaukonnetta Road, for the 
purpose of carrying into efiect the provisions of this act; and it shall be 
their duty to prosecute for all obstructions to said road, or for injuries done 
to the same, or to the bridges thereon; and the fines and damages, col- 
lected on such prosecutions, shall be for the benefit of said road, and shall 
be paid to said trustees.

Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
John Anderson, Daniel Hufford, John Hopkins, Robert Wilson and Mat- 
thias Roosa, of the county of Warren, be and they are hereby appointed 
commissioners to lay out and establish a free turnpike road from Main street 
in Lebanon, in Warren county; thence to Hopkinsyille, in said county, by 
the way of Deerfield; which road shall be constructed, repaired and pre- 
lerved in the manner pointed out in this act.- 

Skc. 3. That the said commissioners shall have power to appoint a su- 
perintendent or superintendents, and such other agents as they may deem 
cecessary to carry into etfect the provisions of this act; a majority of said 
commissioners shall be a quorum, having power to transact any business 
aad exercise any powers devolving upon or intrusted to them by this act;

The commissioners shall have power to receive donations of 
land to aid in the construction of said road, and to convey the same in 
fee simple; they shall take releases of the right of way, and they shall 
expend the money in their hands only on such parts of the road as shall 
have been permanently located and established. 

Sec. 9. The said commissioners, and their successors, shall be a corpo- 
ration by the name and style of the Lebanon and Hopkinsville Free Turn- 
pike Road Company, for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions 
of this act, and it shall be their duty to prosecute for all obstructions to said 
road or for injuries done to the same, or the bridges thereon, and the form of 
such prosecution shall be in an action of debt, and the amount recover- 
able in each case shall be the amount of damages actually found by the 
court or jury, with ten per centum thereon, and, in all cases, the said com- 
missioners shall have a right to sue, either before a justice of the peace or 
in the court of common pleas of the proper county, which suits shall be ap- 
pealable as in other cases, and the amount collected, in each case, shall 
be for the benefit of said road, and shall be paid upon the order of the 
president and secretary of said commissioners, as in case of county treas- 
urers, in section six.

body corporate^ by the name and style of the Canton and Fulton Railroad

ville, in Logan County. 

Ssc. !• Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State qf Ohioj That 
Thompson Dixon, of the county of Logan, David Kelly, of the county of 
Champaign, and James Furgas, of the couoty of Miami, be and they are 
hereby appointed commissioners to lay out and establish a Free Turnpike 
Road from West Charleston, in Miami county; thence to Elizabethtown to 
New Palestine, in Shelby county; thence, by the town of Quincy, in Lo« 
gan county, to Logansville in said county; which road shall be constructed, 
repaired and preserved in the manner pointed out in this act. 

Sec % That the said commissioners shall have power to appoint a 
superintendent or superintendents, and duch other agents as they may deem 
necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this act; a noajority of said 
commissioners shall be a quorum, having power to transact any business 
and exercise any powers devolving upon or intViisied to them by this, act; 
and they shall keep a record of their proceedings, which shall at all times 
be open for mspection by any person interested desiring to inspect the 
same* 

Sec* S« That said commissioners shall meet on the first day of May, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty four, or at any time within ninety 
days thereafter, and organize by choosing one of their number president of 
said board, and another for secretary; and they shall file a copy with the 
auditor of each county through which the road may pass. 

Sec 4. The commissioners shall have power to receive subscriptions 
and donations in money or property, real or personal, which shall be ap* 
plied to the construction of said road; they may make contracts for con- 
structing the same in a solid and durable manner, and keeping the same in 
repair; they may open and finish said road, in the first instance, along such 
portions of the line thereof as will soonest render the whole line thereof 
available for travel and transportation, and they shall have power to pur^ 
chase ancl procure all the necessary implements and fixtures to preserve 
said road in repair. 

Sec 5. The taxes levied for road purposes, on all property within one 
mile of said road on each side thereof, shall be applied to the construe tioo 
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and repair thereof, and all persona owing such taxes, who may wish to dis* 
charge the same in labor, shall apply such labor under the direction of 
said commissioners, or their agent or agents, appointed for that purpose 
at the rate of seventy five cents per day. 

Sec. 6. So much of the taxes appropriated by this act as shall be paid 
into the county treasury shall be computed by the county auditor as accu- 
rately as may be. and paid over upon the order of the president and secre- 
tary of said commissioDers, certifying that labor to the amoant of said order 
has been done on said road, and all taxes so computed by the county audi- 
tor shall be expended on said road in the county where collected. 

Sbc 7. It shall be the duty of the county auditors, of the respective 
eounties through which said road may pass, in computing the portion of

The said commissioners, and their successors, shall be a corpo- 
ration by the name and style of the West Charleston, Quincy and Liogans- 
ville Free Turnpike Road, for the purpose of carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of this act, and it shall be their duty to prosecute for all obstructions 
to said road or for injuries done to the same, or the bridges thereon, and 
the form of such prosecution shall be in the action of debt, and the amount 
recoverable in each case shall be the amount of damages actually found by

Seo. 1. BeU enacted by the General Assembly oftheStaie of OAtb, That 
all persons who shall become stockhdders, pursuant to this act, in the cooi- 
pany hereby authorized, shall be and are hereby made a body corporate, 
under the name of the Columbus and Xenia Railroad Company, with power 
to construct and maintain a railroad, with a double or single track, with 
such appendages as may be /teemed necessary for the convenient use of 
the same, commencing at any eligible point in or near the town of Cdoas- 
bus, in Franklin county, thence by the most-practicable route to tbe town 
of Xenia, in Greene county, or the suburbs thereof, as may be designated 
and agreed on by the directors of said railroad company* 

Sec 2. The capital stock of said company shall be five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, which shall be divided into shares of fifty dollars each, and be 
deemed personal property. 

Sec. 3. Joseph Ridgway, Samuel Medary, William Dennison, jr., of 
Franklin county, A. Toland, Richard Cowling, of Madison cp«nty, and 
James Galloway, Joshua Martiui of Greene county, shall be commissioners 
for receiving subscriptions to the capital stock of the corporation agreeably 
to the provisions of this act. 

Sec 4* It shall be the duty of said commissioners^ within six weeks af> 
ter the passage of this act, to give notice once in a week, for three weeks in 
succession, in some newspaper printed in Columbus and one paper printed 
in Xenia, oi the time of opening books for tbe subscription to said stock, 



aod tbey shall open books at Columbas, Xenia, London^ and sneh other

Ih Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of OAto, That 
Ephraim Quinby, George Wellhouse, R. B. Stfbbs, 0& Klemm, William 
Brice, Levi Cox, Samuel R. Curtis, Ira H. Aylesworth, Jacob Metts, and 
Samuel L« Lorah, be and they are hereby appointed commissioners, under 
the direction of a majority of whom subscriptions may be received to the 
capital stock of the Wayne and Summit Railroad Company, hereby incor- 
porated: and they, or a majority of them, may cause books to be opened,

Thomas Huchcocks, of the county of Hardin, and Jamea Ounnmgham^ 
Thomas Guthrie, William Blackburn and John Elliot, of the county of Al- 
len, and" Jacob Scott, of the county of Mercer, be and they are hereby ap- 
pointed commissioners to lay out and establish a Free Turnpike Road from 
Kenton, in the county of Hardin; thence to Huntersville, on the Lima route;

said officers to faithfully charge in all cases the fees allowed by law. 

That it shall be the further duty of said officers, in keeping their 
account books as is required by the second section of the act to which this

money was received or payment made, and for what service, which ^aid

their influence in procuring the passage of some law that will protec the 
present occupants.

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS 
Relative to Ibe Utfea and Soheoeotady Railroad. 

Whereas, the legislature of the state of New York inserted in the act 
incorporating the Utica and Schenectadj Railroad Company a pro- 
vision prohibiting the carrying of freight on said road; and, whereas, 
said road is a connecting link in the great thoroughfare from the 
states of the west to the markets of the east, and the only northern 
rodte over which the produce of the west can now be carried to eas- 
tern market during a lar^e part of the year; and, whereas, the conse- 
quence of said restriction is that all the produce of the west is forced to 
the markets of the east, either through the New York Canal or by a 
southern route, and that, consequently, transportation must cease early 
in the fall, to commence again late in the spring, and of necessity force the 
produce business of the west into the hands of the speculators' and large 
capitalists, who are able to purchase in lai^ quantities and keep on hand 
daring the winter season; and, whereas, the further consequence is that, 
at the opening of the New York Canal in the spring, the produce of the 
west is forced into market and the glut followed by the reduction of price, 
which reduction must be provided for by those who purchase from the 
farmer, and consequently thoTeduction of prices in our western market; 
and, whereas, the further consequence of said restriction is that it im- 
poses on western merchants the necessity of purchasing a large quantity 
of goods in the fall and bringing them on before the close of the New 
York Canal to the great injury, not only of our merchants but especially 
of the consumers, for the reason that a large amount of capital must of 
necessity remain idle in our western mercantile houses during a large 
part of the winter season, which causes a loss to be made up by an in- 
crease of price to the consumer; and, whereas, all of these evils might 
be avoided by a removal of said restriction, and which removal would 
be the precursor of a continuation of a railroad along our northern lakes, 
to stop only at Chicago or some other western or southwestern point; 
therefore —

PREAMBLE AND RESOLUTIONS 
Relative to the Oregon Territory. 



Whereas, the citizens of the Mississippi Valley, in convention assembled in 
the city of Cincinnati, on the fifth day of July, last, published the follow- 
ing declaration ip regard to the immediate occupation of the Oregon 
Territory: 

^We, the undersigned citizens of the Mississippi Valley, do hereby de- 
clare to our fellow citizens of the whole Republic, that in urging forward 
measures for the immediate occupation of the Oregon Territory, and the 
northeast coast of the Pacific, from forty two to fifty four degrees, forty 
minutes north latitude, we are but performing a duty to ourselves, to the 
republic, to the commercial nations of the world, to posterity, and to the 
people of Great Britain and Ireland, not, as we believe, to be benefitted 
by the further extension of their empire. 

^Duty to ourselves require that we should urge the immediate occu- 
pation of Oregon, not only for the increase and extension of the west, but 
for the security of our peace and safety, perpetually threatened by the 
savage tribes of the northwest. That this duty is required of us, as due 
to the whole republic, all parts of which may not appreciate, as they 
seem not to have appreciated, the value of the territory in question, and 
its political importance to the honor, prosperity and power of the Union, 
to say nothing of our commercial mterests and naval predominance, 
threatened as they are with iujuty or. diminution should the northeast 
coast of that ocean pass into the possession of a great naval power. 
That as an independent member of the great family of nations, it is due from 
us, to the whole commercial world, that the ports of both coasts of this 
continent should be held by a liberal government, able and willing to ex- 
tend and facilitate that social and commercial intercourse which an all- 
wise Providence has made necessary for the intellectual improvement, 
the social happiness and the moral culture of the human race* 

"That, we owe the entire and absolute occupation of the Oregon to 
that posterity, which, without such occupation by the citizens and free 
institutions of our great republic, could not perfect or make available to 
themselves or to the world, the important considerations above set forth. 

^^That however indignant at the avarice, pride and ambition of Great 
Britian, so frequently, lawlesaly, and ao lately evinced, we yet believe 
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that it 18 for the benefit of all ciTiiieed nations that the should fiilffl a le- 
gitimate destiny* but that she should be checked in her career of aggres* 
sion with impunity and dominion without righk 

^That for the independence and neutrality of the western coasts of 
the American continents and the Islands of the Pacific ocean, it is im- 
portant that she should be restrained in the further extension of her power 
on the coasts, and in the middle and eastern portions of that ocean. 

^That so far as regards our right to the territory in question, we are 
assured of their perfect integrity, based as they are on discovery and ex- 
ploration by our own citizens and government, and on purchase and ces- 
sion from those powers having the pretence or the reality of any right to 
the same. 

^That beyond these rights so perfectly established, we would feel com- 
pelled to retain the whole territory in accordance with Mr. Monroe's 
universally approved declaration of one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty three, that the American continents were not thenceforth to be 
considered subjects for future colonization by any foreign powers. 

'^Influenced by these reasons and considerations, so important to us 
and the whole republic, to liberty, to justice and to free governments, 
we do subscribe our names to this declaration, with the firm, just sind 
matured determination, never to cease our exertions till its intentions and 
principles are perfected, and the North American republic, whose citizens 
we are, shall have established its laws, its arms, and its free institutions, 
from the shores of the Pacific to the Rocky Mountains, throughout the 
limits above specified. 

*^And we do hereby protest, as we shall continue to protest, against 
any act or negotiation, past, in process, or hereafter to be perfected, 
which shall yield possession of any portion of the same to any foreign 
power; and above all do we remonstrate against the possession of any 
part of the northeast coast of the Pacific ocean, by the power of Great 
Britain. 

'^And, whereass the time has arrived when the government of the Uni- 
ted States, in justice to herself, her citizens, and to the world, cannot re- 
frain from exercising jurisdiction over, and of defending her citizens in 
the territory embraced in the limits described in the above declaration, 
from the encroachments of the subjects of Great Britain;'' therefore — 

Resolved, by the General Asstmbly of the State of Ohio, That oQr Senators 
in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives be requested, to use 
their best exertions to procure the passage of a bill for the immediate occu- 
pation of the territory of Oregon, and the northwestern coasts of the Pacific 
ocean, specified in the declaration aforesaid. 

Resolved^ That the Governor be requested to forward to each of our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress a copy of the foregoing pream- 
ble and resolutions, with a request to lay them before their respective 
Houses.

No change has been made in the depreciated funds in the Treasu- 
ry, as communicated last year, by th6 Treasurer of State, except in 
the case of the Urbana Bank.

The receiver, in charge of this institution, is of the opinion that he 
has, in his hands, available assets sufficient to pay the circulation and 
deposits, in full. Time will be required to realize the amount due the 
State. 

The amount received from the Ohio Penitentiary, during the year, 
is nineteen thousand dollars. Of this amount, thirteen thousand dol- 
lars has been paid, by the present Warden, for the year 1843, and 
six thousand dollars by his predecessor, Mr. Stadden, which should, 
in justice, go to the credit of the year 1 842. The amount paid for the 
conviction and transportation of convicts, during the year 1843, has 
been eleven thousand five hundred and seventy three dollars and fifty 
nine cents, being two thousand and sixty nine dollars and twenty five 
cents less than the amount paid for the same purpose in the preceding 
year. 

I again suggest to you that, by direct legislative enactment, it be 
made the duty of the Clerks and SheriflTs to issue execution, and col- 
iect the costa of conviction, in all cases where it is practicable to do

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80 ; that the Clerks be required to report to the Auditor of State, on 
or before the first day of October, next, the amount of all such costs 
collected since the first day of January, 1833,. and the disposition 
made of them; and that such reports shall be continued annually 
thereafter, and the amounts collected paid into the State Treasury, 
on or before the fifteenth of the ensuing November. There are num- 
erous cases, undoubtedly, where these coats could be collected, and 
the public burden thereby relieved. But, whilst the State pays 
without question, the officers take no further care. The SherifT waits 
for the Clerk, and he for the Prosecuting Attorney, whilst that offi- 
cer either does not consider it within the line of his duty, or, amidst 
the pressure of other business, suffers it to pass, as a matter of little 
moment. 

The act of the last session, regulating the fees of officers, in Ham- 
ilton county, is so construed, in relation to the fees of the Treasurer, 
as to work injustice to the State, making its Treasury tributary to 
that of the county. By that construction, as I understand it, the 
whole fees for collections on the duplicate, according to the existing 
law, will be charged to the. State, an4 credited to the county, the 
Treasurer receiving a salary from the county treasury. The amount 
thus charged to the State, will considerably exceed the rafeable pro- 
portion of the salary, which, it is admitted, the State should pay. 
This was, undoubtedly, an oversight in the law, and it should be rem- 
edied as early as practicable. The salary should be paid by the State 
and county, m rateable proportions, according to the services render- 
ed to each by the county treasurer, under the existing laws. The 
remedy should be applied before the annual settlement, in February 
next. 

The settlement with the Treasurer of Lucas county, for the years 
1841 and 1842, is still open, and stands in the same condition as stated 
in my last Report, (page 13.) But a small amount, comparatively 
speaking, is in the hands of the Treasurer, in depreciated funds. 
The balance, for both years, is on deposit, in the State Treasury, 
though not in a form to be used by the State, or appropriated to the 
funds to which it belongs. Afier the permanent location of the coun- 
ty seat, and the organization of the courts, I directed the county au- 
ditor to forward me copies of the bonds of the treasurer. In enclos- 
ing them, that officer informed me, that the Commissioners had 
directed the employment of counsel, and defence of the suits. I at 
once presented all the facts to able counsel in the city, and requested 
an opinion as to the power of recovery. That opinion expressed 
such strong doubts, that, when t added to them the consideration of 
the smallness of the sum withheld — scarcely sufficient to pay the fees 
of counsel,* should I succeed — and the fact that, in a similar case, in 
the spring, the decision had been against me, I did not deem it advisa- 
ble to commence the suits. Still, the settlements ccuinot be made 
under the existing laws, nor without direct authority from the Gen- 
eral Assembly to do so. I earnestly desire that you will direct what 
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course shall be taken in the premises. Whatever it may be, it shall 
be promptly adopted. 

I have succeeded in settling, during the year, the claims of the 
State against the Lancaster Ohio Bank, and the Farmers' and Me- 
chanics' Bank ofSteubenvilley for taxes on dividends, from 1832 to 
1836. There has been received, from the former, the sum of nine 
hundred and nineteen dollars and seventy three cents, and from the 
latter, three thousand four hundred and fifty three dollars and seven- 
ty two cents, which has been passed to the credit of the State Com- 
mon School fund. 

In order to aid in the payment of the interest on the public debt, I 
have transferred, during the year, the sum of forty thousand dollars 
from the general revenue to the Canal Fund, and shall, probably, be 
called upon to make a further advance. This sum was not required 
by the wants of the revenue, and was lying in the Treasury, unused, 
and unlikely to be needed. Its application to the interest fund, was 
bat fulfilling the purposes for which other taxation is levied; and, 
feeling that the exigency of the State demanded it, I took upon myself 
the responsibility of giving to it that appropriation. The transfer is 
in the usual temporary form, and the Canal fund can be, at any time, 
called upon to replace it, if you so direct. As such a proceeding 
would only be paying one taxation by another, I respectfully suggest 
to you that the transfer be made permanent. The general revenue 
does not require the amount now, nor will it do so, during the coming 
year. 

The last Legislature^ at the close of the session, restored the State 
Common School fund to two hundred thousand dollars, but made no 
provisions for raising the ilneans to meet the expenditure. Public 
officers are required to execute the laws^as they come to their bands; 
hot it would be unreasonable to expect of them that they shall dis- 
burse an amount of money greater than is given to them. Deeply 
devoted as I am, in common with yourselves, to the diOTusion of intel- 
ligence, and the spread of education,! am not prepared to recommend 
a reduction of the fund. It is my duty, however, to say 1o you, that 
the resources of the fund are not, 'at present, equal to the appropria- 
tion. The taxes on bank dividends will be still further reduced, by 
the expiration of charters, the present winter; and, if the fund be 
maintained in the present state, it is absolutely necessary that the tax 
be increased from one half to one mill on the dollar, or that some oth- 
er resource, of equal value, be provided. 

Several suits and settlements are yet pending, for defalcations, in 
school section si^cteen, all of which, I trust, will be closed up within 
the present year. There seems to be no end to the plunder upon this 
fund. Almost every final certificate brings to light some payment 
that has not before been accounted for. The amounts now are small, 
and, with two exceptions^ will, probably, be settled without suit. 
The multiplicity of these delinquencies has, in no wise, wearied me; 
but I confess, that I have felt my energies relaxed by the facility 
with which, after long and tedious litigation, and the recovery of 
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judgments, ^hrelief bSU" have beea gottea up, and so often succeedeu 
in the General Assembly. The case of one of our largest defalca* 
tions was, last winter, presented, and finally referred to the commis- 
sioners of the county; and I have since been advised, that the peti- 
tions were prepared, and circulated by the advice, and upon the 
invitation of members of the General Assembly representing counties 
in entirely a different section of the State. This fund has been naost 
sadly and signally mismanaged, from the beginning. The lands 
have been squandered, and the fund has been plundered, until it is 
now merely nominal in its character. If sympathy for defaulters is 
to succeed the wrong they have done, it is useless for a single officer 
to stand in the breach; and, however much I may regret the result, 
{ shall early consider it my duty to myself, to retire from so unequal 
a contest. 

From the operation of circumstances, entirely without the control 
of the county auditors, no advertisement was published, and no sale 
of delinquent lands will be held in the counties of Sandusky and Mor- 
gan. In order to reach the delinquences, a special act will be neces- 
sary, authorizing the county auditors to carry the amounts forward 
to the duplicate of the succeeding year. 

From causes which I considered would materially affect its valid- 
ity, no sale of forfeited lands was advertised, or will be held, in the 
county of Wood. The facts are of a local character, and will be pre- 
sented to the Finance committee at any moment. They can be rem- 
edied by a special act, directii^g the necessary corrections, to be fol- 
lowed by a reforfeiture and sale. 

In the act of last winter, extending the time for the payment of 
taxes, and changing the day of delinquent sales, no corresponding 
change was made in the time of publishing the delinquent lists. This 
is now required to be done four weeks prior to the second Monday of 
December, whilst the sale does not. take place until the second Mon- 
day in January. In remedying this defect, I would suggest a further 
provision, requiring the auditor to take from the books of the treas- 
urer an abstract of the tracts or lots upon which the taxes have been 
paid, prior to the time of publication, and strike all such from the list 
before advertising the sale. Such is now held by many to be the coo- 
Btruction of the law ; but the practice is not uniform, nor, indeed, that 
of striking off, general in its character. To remove all doubt, it would 
seem to me advisable to provide for this course by law. It would 
greatly curtail the lists, and, consequently abridge the expense. 

I consider it my duty to again call your attention to that class of 
revenue laws which provides lor the sale of lands for taxes, and the | 
making of deeds for the same. A bill, which was the product of 
great labor, and the application to the subject of distinguished legal 
ability, was introduced into the Senate during the last session. The ; 
amendment which it underwent, in that body, materially -impaired its | 
ability to effect the desired reform; yet it finally passed^ but was lost 
by a tie vote in the House. The strongest objection which was urged | 
against this measure^ was that it was too perfect— too strong in itself; 
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for, after all the opportunities for redemption had been forfeited, it 
provided a title so clear and perfect as to close up, at once, even the 
avenues to litigation, unless error or fraud had been committed. How- 
ever much the revenues of the current year will be made to feel the 
failure of that measure, and deeply as 1 may regret the circumstance, it 
is not my privilege, nor.have.I any inclination, to murmur at the action 
of the legislative branch of the government. The representative is re- 
sponsible to his constituents for his acts, and to a higher than man for 
the motives by which those acts are prompted. I indulge, however, as 1 
am free to express, a hope, that the commingling of the representa- 
tive and constituent bodies has served to convince the former th^t the 
argument, used to defeat this measure, has not found favor with the 
latter; and that xhe sympathy which arrested it, if not misjudged, 
was, at least, misapplied. 

To my own mind, this question involves the whole principle — as well 
the power as the expediency-— of taxation. Has the State the poWer 
of taxation? If so, does it follow that, in the exercise of that power, 
she has the right, in case the owner of the soil neglects or refuses to 
pay that tax, to subject the soil itself to sale for the payment? Th^se 
interrogatories must be answered in the affirmative. The power is 
full — the right has never been controverted. EIow, then, shall this 
right be enforced? Shall it be done in substance, in good faith, and 
to the end that the burdens of taxation shall be equally borne? Or 
shall laws for that purpose be mere cobwebs-— evidencing either the 
bad faith of the State, or the fear of enforcing a clear and perfect 
right, because it touches the source of political power? It is admit- 
ted by every one^ that the present laws, regulating tax sales, are im- 
perfect, nay, even useless; why, then, not amend them, so that the 
power asserted by the State may be made perfect to accomplish its 
ends? The answer is, because such a proceeding would work hard- 
ship and injury to those who now suffer their taxes to go unpaid, and 
then, by the decisions of the legal tribunals, defraud the purchaser at 
tax sale of the amount he has paid for them. If this reason is sufficient 
to operate upon the minds of legislators, in favor of the present sys- 
tem, it will constitute a much better and stronger one for the repeal 
of all laws of a coercive character. Why should one man have his 
horse, or his cow, or his household goods, sold, unconditionally, for the 
payment of his taxes, whilst his neighbor, who holds landed estate 
only, and, perhaps, a nonresident of the county or the State, may neg- 
lect his tribute to the support of the government, laugh at the imbe- 
cility of laws which nominally subject his lands to tax or sale, mock 
at the fear which startles at their amendment, and revel in the Irauds 
upon his fellow men which they invite and encourage? Nay, the in- 
quiring may co further, and, with equal force, demand, if it be a pe- 
culiar hardship to seize upon the lands of the citizen who obstinately 
refuses to contribute to the support of the government by which he is 
protected in the enjoyment of his property and his life, why should 
the same hardship be enacted in order to compel him to fulfil his con- 
tracts with his fellow men? 
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There is, or ought to be, to the mind of eyery man, somethiDg re* 
pulsive in the idea of a great and powerful State, whose honor, integ- 
rity and good faith constitute the brightest jewels of her citizens, an- 
nual ly oflfering, at public sale, large masses of delinquent lands, ia 
the name, and under the semblance of law, when the law-making, and 
the law-administering powers, both know that the laws themselves 
cannot be enforced — that the whole system is a mockery and a farce; 
and the delinquent knows, that which the purchaser upon State faith 
as often experiences, that the whole is justly entitled to the name of a 
stupendous fraud, benefitting only the delinquent who has enlisted 
the false sympathy upon which it is based, and the officers and attor- 
neys of the courts, whose fees and emoluments would be curtailed by 
its change. 

If the severe depression in the monetary affairs of the country, is a 
good creative cause of sympathy in favor of the tax-payers of the 
State, there are other parties equally entitled to it as the delinquent, 
and who can add to it the stern requirements of justice. There are 
the cheerful and willing contributors to the public revenues, who scorn 
to avail themselves of the insufficiency of the laws — the hardy and 
industrious cultivators of small farms, who prize their homes equally 
with the protection which the State afibrds to the enjoyment of them, 
and who are compelled to toil, not only for the portion which the rev- 
enue is equitably entitled to claim of them, but also that which it ex- 
acts, nay, oppresses them with, by reason of the unequal manner in 
which such burdens are at present imposed. These, the punctual 
tax-payers of the State, are not only entitled to a portion of sympa- 
thy, but they have a right to demand — and they. do demand — that 
their already grievous burdens shall not be enhanced by the delin- 
quencies of other of their fellow citizens. Upon this point, I repeat 
my remark of last year, and invite to an investigation and test of its 
truth, that those, who are denominated the poorer class, but, in other 
and more just phrase, the small landholders and industrious farmers, 
are the best and most punctual tax-payers; the delinquencies, and, par- 
ticularly the forfeited lands, are, with but comparatively few excep- 
tions, the property of large landholders, litigants and speculators. 
To these may be added, the tax titles which are purchased under the 
present laws, and which, when found invalid, or indefensible, are 
abandoned. 

The effects of the present system may be easily traced upon the 
face of your revenue books. From year to year, since the present 
system has been proven inefficient, the lists of delinquent lands, and 
the amount of levied but uncollected revenue, has been increasing, 
until last year it amounted to nearly one ninth of the whole levy. Is 
this to be attributed solely to the scflrcity of money, and the hardness 
of the times? Not so. The year 184S finds very nearly its parallel 
in either of the years 1835 or 1836, when money was most abundant, 
and the country was in what was termed the bright day of -its pros- 
perity. . The true cause is, that the laws have been discovered to be 
inoperative, or, at least inefficient; and there is always a class in every 
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community, who will make no effort to fulfil legal enactments when 
they can be evaded* The whole matter is summed up in a single 
sentence: The present laws are totally inefficient. If revenue is to 
be collected, and that in good faith to all who share its burdens, they 
ought to be revised, and made to be what they seem; if not, they, 
with all others that levy taxes on the people, should, in strict justice, 
be repealed. 

I again respectfully call your attention to the subject of a revision 
of the laws for the valuation of property, as a basis of taxation. I 
would repeat the recommendation contained in my last annual report, of 
adopting a system of cash valuation, not only of real estate, but of all 
other property* I do not know that I can add aby thing to the argu- 
ments which I had then the honor to present to the General Assem- 
bly. The present laws, it is admitted on every hand, are excessively 
unequal in the disposition of public burdens. The real wealth of the 
State does not pay its adequate proportion of taxation, and an undue 
excess is thereby thrown upon its labor. This assertion may seem to 
be a strong one, but the more it is investigated the clearer will its 
truth appear. The amount of capital held and invested in the State, 
may be safely said to be an hundred fold greater than the portion 
which is annually returned and falls under the taxing power. A large 
proportion of this is so used as to be far more productive than the 
cultivation of the soil. Other portions of it invested in the luxuries 
of life, may be said to be unproductive, and should not be reached; 
and the proposition made during the last session to lay the hand of 
taxation upon it, fell beneath the ridicule with which it was assailed. 
Even this has not changed my own opinions upon the subject; I do 
not think the true policy is to attempt to reach this class of property 
specially, yet in a revision of the system it should not escape. One 
man, perhaps, from the stern requirements of poverty, deprives him- 
self of the luxiiries of life, and appropriates his hard earnings to the 
purchase ot a small tract of land, upon which he rears his cabin, and 
barely furnishes it sufficiently for the reception of his little family; 
before the forest has fallen under his axe, or his acres been made 
ready for cultivation, the assessor has ranked him amongst the tax- 
payers, and the knock of the tax-gatherer is heard at the door of his 
humble abode. Another more fortunate, in worldly goods, erects his 
mansion and furnishes it at a cost sufficient to purchase whole sections 
of land, and yet he pays no tax upon it. The right is perfect in every 
man to enjoy his own in such manner as pleases him best, so he in- 
fringe not upon the rights of others. It is not necessary that this 
should be restrained; but at the same time it would appear to be at 
variance with sound policy and good government to lay the burdens 
of the State upon the labor of the hardy and industrious, and at the 
same time grant immunity to the possessions and enjoyments of the 
more fortunate and wealthy. The wealth of the State, however in- 
vested or used, should pay the taxes of the State, in full and equitable 
proportions. It has the ability to do so, and owes the greater obliga- 
tion for the protection which the government extends to it.

Your present statutes provide for taxing capital invested in mer- 
chandizing, or loaned at interest. Glance your eye at the tabular 
statement accompanying this* document, and note the amount returned 
in this column from the several counties of the State. It amounts to 
the sum of $7,120,998. What member of the General Assembly cwi 
single out his county, and say that the return from it even approxi- 
mates the truth. The fault is partly in the law itself, and partly in 
the officers, who choose to construe it, in accordance with the gen- 
eral system of valuing landed property. The law itself is continually 
evaded. Wealth not qnly brings power, but cunning and shrewdness 
to its possessor. A nlan may not have his money at interest on the 
first day of March, else he must pay tax; but under the construction 
of the officers he may take his interest in advancCiOr, he may embody 
it in the obligation he takes, and then he has no **money at interest,'' 
which is the expression of the law. He may buy judgments, mortga- 
ges, notes, or other obligations, at fifty cents upon the dollar, and yet 
he has no "money at interest.^' He may deal in depreciated paper, 
speculate in stocks, hold bonds of town or other corporations, and yet 
he has no "money at interest.'' These are mere evasions of the law, 
under a strict construction of its provisions; but they are so numerous, 
as well as multifarious in their character, that they cannot be reached 
or punished. The only true method of equalizing the public burdens, 
and laying the hand of taxation where in justice and equity it should 
rest, is to adopt the principal of a general cash valuation; thereby re- 
quiring every man to contribute according to the amount in which he 
is protected, and the ability it confers upon him to meet the require- 
ments of the State. Other states, as towns and cities have sprung up, 
and wealth increased within their borders, have found themselves 
t^mpelled to resort to this system, as well with reference to their rev- 
enues, as in justice to their tax paying people. . 

An argument which is magnified into a most forniidable objection to 
this proposition is, that it would increase the burdens of taxation 
upon the landed estate. If there be increase upon one interest, there 
must necessarily be reduction upon another. If the landed interest 
will be more oppressed, the personal one will be correspondingly re- 
lieved; and yet, strange as it may seem, the argument is ever the 
most strenuously urged, as well in the halls of legislation as out of 
them, by those who are not cultivators nor owners of the soil. The 
objection, however, is not well taken. The acres of land, subject to 
taxation, as returned last year, were a little rising twenty millions; 
' and they aro valued on an average for taxable purposes, withouttheir 
improvements, )at a fraction less than $S 00 per acre. In that form 
they pay nearly two thirds of the whole taxation. Suppose the valu- 
ation to be increased, under the cash system, to an average of $10 00 
per acre, and they give an aggregate slightly above two hundred 
millions of dollars. What reasonable man, who reflects upon, or has 
investigated the subject, will put this down at even one third of the ac- 
tual wealth of the State. It is true the valuation of the landed es- 
tate would be largely increased, but, at the same time other objects, 
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DOW exempt from taxation, would come in to swell the aggregate 
amouot, and thereby reduce the relative proportion which that inter- 
est now bears to the whole. If the landed estate now bears the pro- 
portion in valuation of nearly two thirds to the present aggregate of 
one hundred and thirty millions, and it should be found under the 
cash valuation to bear that of one third or even one half to an aggre- 
gate >of six hundred millions, it is hard to see how the burden of taxa- 
tion would be increased by the change. Experience too — the experi- 
ence of other states is against the argument. New York has adopted 
the cash valuation, and her landed estate pays a less proportion of the 
tax of the state, taking into consideration its actual value, than that of 
the State of Ohio. The same may be said of Pennsylvania, of Massa- 
chusetts, and all the New England states. The more I have investi- 
gated, the more firmiy have I become convinced, that this is the only 
true policy — the only just and equitable system of taxation; and I 
trust you may find it, upon investigation, the true interest of those 
whom you represent, to adopt it. As a subject intimately connected 
with, and highly important to, the finances of the State, it is earnestly 
commended to your favorable consideration. 

With the viqw presented to you, in this document of the financial 
condition of the State, and coming as you do immediately from the 
body of the people, no injunctions of mine to economy in the appropri- 
ation of public moneys or the imposition of public burdens are required. 
The people ofour State are heavily oppressed by taxation; yet it does 
not seem to enter into the reflection of men, that this is net attributa- 
ble solely to the State, nor does it arise in any part from what may be 
. termed the civil administration of the state government. In this de- 
partment, it is true, a rigid economy should be practiced; but all re- 
trenchments and reforms, which are applied solely to this branch of 
the public service, will fall very far short of the evil, and prove vastly 
inadequate to its remedy. The true source of this burden lies in the 
continued increase of our public debt, the interest upon which is 
equal to, if it does not exceed one million of dollars per annum. 
From the hitherto unfinished, and consequently unproductive charac- 
ter of our public works, something rising six hundred thousand dol- 
lars of this sum has been required to Im raised by direct taxation. 
Take away this item, and the taxation for state and school purposes 
is but two mills upon the dollar, creating an aggregate of but two 
hundred and seventy thousand dollars per annum. But all the taxa- 
tion of the State, when added together, does not equal, in the aggre- 
gate, one third of the public burdens. It is the county, the township, 
the poor, the road, and other taxes, that go to increase these burdens, 
and render them oppressive. The counties have followed the exam- 
ple of the State. Their authorities, acting under special enactments, 
have incurred debts, embarked in expensive works of internal im- 
provement, erected costly public buildings, and taxation of the people 
follows as a necessary consequence. 

An examination of the statements before given, will show you that 
the expenditures of the past year in the civil admmistration of the

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State, have fallen below two hundred thousand dollars. Tou may 
look in vain over the states of the Union, for an instance of even half 
our population, our territory, our interests, our business character 
and relations, our trade or our commerce, being governed with the 
same expenditure. Our executive, legislative and judicial tribunals, 
our militia and school systems, and our asylums and other public in- 
stitutions, are all classed in this amount. I am aware that reform or 
reduction even in these is deemed essential, and as constituting the 
remedy for the grievous burdens of our people. Against that, either 
to the people or their representatives, I have no protestations to ofier; 
no arguments as to its policy or results. The largest item in this list 
is that of the legislative branch of the government. However ardu- 
ous we of the public departments feel our constantly increasing duties 
to be, we are, I trust, sufficiently patriotic not to murmur at any re- 
forms that may be applied to us, if, like charity, they 'begin at home.'

It will be observed, tbi^t the largest amount of this increase, for re- 
pairs, is upon the Miami, and Miami Extension Canals. Of this, 
about twenty thousand dollars was a debt which existed on the Miami 
Extension, at the close of the last fiscal year, and was not paid until 
the last summer, for want of funds; and a debt existed on the same 
work, on the 15th November, 1843, of about ten thousand dollars. 
But, even making due allowance for the debt of last year, the expen- 
ditures, for repairs, upon these lines of work, are disproportionably 
large. It is extremely painful to me, to find my own opinions con- 
flicting, not only with the opinions, but the acts of other officers in a 
co-ordinate bratich of the state government; yet, I cannot shut my 
eyes to facts, nor my ears to the reports of other men, neither divest 
my mind of the impression created by the figures denoting these ex- 
penditures, that there are too many officers, and retainers, too much 
of a spirit of favoritism, and a want of strict and rigid economy, and 
accountability on these two public works. If we would increase our 
revenues, and maintain our credit and our faith, without overtasking 
our people, we must put down the iron hand upon this class of expen- 
ditures* All must feel, and reduce to practice, the most strict and 
rigid economy. There must be no sinecures; no placeman; no fa- 
vorites, traversing the works, and hunting up jobs, to be procured up- 
on such terms as engineers, through ignorance or considerations of 
profit or advantage to themselves, may be induced to grant. It is 
here that retrenchment and reform may be made of some value and 
effect; here that legislation, divested of all extraneous consideraiions, 
and directed only to the welfare and prosperity of the State, and the 
amelioration of public burdens, may work out beneficial results. 

I am not ignorant of the effect which these remarks will produce to 
myself; the denunciation which they will call forth. These must take 
their course. Considerations of duty alone prompt lye to their utter- 
ance, and from my duty, when I know it, I will not shrink. lam 
aware, too, that they are mere generalitiesi that they want tangibili- 
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ty. This is not my fault. Had I possessed the power of inyestiga- 
tion, or any check upon abuses, they should, had I found the commu- 
nications of others established, have assumed a more perfect form. I do 
not intend, by them, to impeach the intefi^rity of the Acting Commis- 
sioner upon the works, or the Resident Engineer upon the southern 
division of the Miami Canal. For the latter, I freely bear the testi- 
mony of my personal knowledge, that ho has labored, with commenda- 
ble zeal, within his own sphere, to retrench his expenditures, and 
manage his work with economy. The former, as a man and an offi- 
cer, justly sustains an untarnished character for honesty and integ- 
rity; yet, his want of experience in the public service, and 'his im- 
plicit reliance.upon those who have been, for years, literally, leeches 
upon the public works, have imposed upon his charge at least the 
semblance of things that have excited the public mind, and which the 
financial officers of the State may not pass by in silence. Pennsylva- 
nia, with all her resources, is beggared in her character, her credit 
and her faith; whilst the horde of placemen, who have literally croiitd- 
ed her public works, have amassed princely fortunes, in what they 
hfive been pleased to denominate her service. It requires a nerve of 
iron in a public officer to lay hands upon such men; a cheek that will 
not blanch at their threats, either of a personal or political character; 
and an ear that is deaf to the bowlings of the storm they may create. 
This principle applies as well to all the public works, as to the one 
whose expenditures have called forth these remarks. Upon all, the 
Acting Commissioners should consider that they are the agents owing 
responsibility to the State; that their constant vigilance is an indis- 
pensable requisite to iin honest nnd an economical management of their 
works; that, in this age, no one confers a favor on the Commissioner, 
or the BtBlej by eorueniing to remain in the public service; and that 
no man, however high his character, should be intrusted with the 
avenues to the treasury, by any means that traverse the guards and 
restrictions, that assign to each officer his duties and his place, and 
establish a check upon his conduct. 

The decrease of the revenues upon the public works, although a 
matter of regret, does not impair the ability of the Fund Commission- 
ers to meet the interest upon the public debt; nor, when correctly 
viewed, does it cast even a shadow of gloom upon the future. For 
tho payment of the interest, the tax levied upon the duplicate will 
amply supply the deficiency, and make good the total amount required 
for that purpose. That levy was five mills upon the dollar, and will 
not require to be increased the ensuing year. 

The deficiency itself, it will be seen, is wholly upon the Ohio canal, 
the oldest of the public works. The Miami, notwithstanding the 
strong competition of the turnpike roads, has increased its revenue; 
80, also, with the Miami Extension. The Wabash and Brie has not 
met the anticipations of the Commissioner in charge of it, yet it has 
yielded a very handsome revenue, and gives good promise for the fu- 
ture. The Muskingum Improvement, and the Hocking canal, con- 
stituting the balance of our new works, have also added something to 
tlM tolls of last year* Thus, the new works have all increased their 
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revenues, whilst the deficiency is found upon the old and long estab- 
lished improvement. 

The causes that have produced this result, are, to some extent, 
matt 3r of speculation. At the last session of the Board of Public 
Woris, a reduction ol 26 per cent, was made in the tolls, on produce 
going north, and on merchandize passing in the same direction, for 
what are termed short distances. Not having before me the returns 
of the collectors for the year, I am unable to determine what effect 
this measure has had upon the revenues. Its policy, I presume, was 
based upon the heavy shipments of produce during the last two years, 
from points south of Newark, on the Ohio Canal, to New York, by the 
way of New Orleans. Upon the heavy article of pork, we can scarce- 
ly hope, by any advantages we can hold out upon the canals, to com- 
pete with the southern means of transportation. Upon other articles, 
it will require a larger increase in the trade than has apparently 
been made, to justify so heavy a reduction, and yet keep up the reve- 
nues of the work. These returns will all be presented to you by the 
Board of Public Works, with such explanations and suggestions as 
will be more valuable than any that I can offer, because based upon 
more intimate knowledge and experience than I possess. 

One of the causes, and perhaps the most important one, which has 
contributed to this reduction of the revenues on the Ohio Canal, is the 
fall which suddenly took place, during the summer, in the prices of 
produce, and the consequent disinclination of the holders to sell. This 
disposition to hold may have been somewhat encouraged by the great 
difficulty, from the character of the weather, during the fall, and the 
condition of the roads, in getting it to market. More particularly 
does this reason of the fall ol prices apply to the article of wheat. Up 
to the middle of July, this staple commodity commanded a good price, 
and went forward to market with great activity. The effect of this 
was felt in the tolls on the canals, which, during the months of June 
and July, increased from five to six thousand dollars per week, over 
those of corresponding periods in the preceding year. Since the 
month of July, the price has declined, and very little, comparatt\'eIy 
speaking, has gone forward. Prior to that time, the great demand 
for the article was for the Canadian market. By the retaliatory sys- 
tem of duties established by the British Government, called forth by 
the increase of our own tariff* laws, this market has, since the 12th of 
July last, been efi*ectually closed. The class of men, and of funds, 
that, twelve months ago, sought the products of our soil, are no longer 
to be seen among us, and the farmers of the west are thus the first to 
experience, as well in the reduction of the prices of their products, as 
the revenues of their public works, which must be supplied by taxa- 
tion, the injurious effects of this policy of the Oeneral Government. 
This is not mere idle theory. Unfortunately for us, our books, and 
the void in our revenues, furnish its too full and perfect confirmation. 
The following comparative statement of tolls on the Ohio Canal, from 
the 1st day of August to the 16th of November, in each of the years 
1842 and 1843, (during which time the importations of merchandixe 
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in tbe year 1848^ must have been increased rather than diminished,) 
demonstrates the troth of this statement, and sheds a flood* of light 
upon the causes of this deficiency in the revenue.

If the cause here alludod to be an operating one against the rev* 
enues of the public works, its remedy is, of course, beyond the power 
of the State authorities; yet it is important that the facts should be 
given to the people, upon whom the burdens must fall. It is true, in 
one sense of the term, that the deficit is merely temporary in its char- 
acter. The produce is in the country, and must go forward, even at 
reduced prices. The loss may thus be made good to the revenues, 
but it merely changes .its form, and rests upon the producer. But 
the question goes beyond this, and presents the inquiry, how, in the 
future, thi.s closing of a most important market is to effect revenues, 
which, in a great and constantly advancing agricultural community, 
like ours, should increase, rather than diminish? Why shall we grow 
if we cannot sell? And of what avail are our public works, either to 
the State or its people, if they do not constitute avenues to the mar- 
kets of the world, and accumulate revenues by the transportation of 
our surplus products? 

Taking our public works in the aggregate, I consider the prediction 
perfectly safe, that they will, dujring the coming year, under all these 
disadvantages, give us an increase upon the revenues of 1842. The 
Hocking canal has not yet been fairly tested. The fourteen miles on 
the southern end, which extends into the coal and salt regions, were 
not completed until late in the month of August. The whole line is 
now completed, and the revenues of the work, during next year, will 
be materially increased. 

The Wabash and Erie Canal did not get into full and successful 
operation until about the first qf July. 1 am advised that the greater 
proportion of the tolls this year have been collected upon importa- 
tions; the amount of exportations, owing, probably, in part, to the 
causes that have operated against the Ohio Canal, having been very 
Irght. 

The Miami Extension Canal, north of PIqua,'and the Sidney Feed- 
er, like the Wabash and Erie Canal, were not ready fur operation ua-

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til late id the season. But little is to be expected from that work, un- 
til the thirty four miles, now under contract, shall be completed. 
The increase upon the Extension, during the last year, however, is a 
favorable indication of the future. During the month of November, 
the water was let in as far north as St. Marys. 

The Cincinnati and Whitewater Canal, in which the State is a 
heavy stockholder, was completed,*' and ready for navigation on ths 
28th day of last month. I have not looked, with any degree of care, 
into the prospects of this work, but the gentlemen who compose its 
directory are very sanguine that it will be a profitable investment. 
The company, I presume, is cumbered with a heavy debt for the con- 
struction of the work. If so, it will present a case similar to the turn- 
pikes, in which limits should at once be set to the State liabilities, and 
the Stste's proportion of revenues^ which are irrevocably pledged to 
the payment of the money borrowed for the investment, be secured 
and appropriated to that purpose. The original act, for the construc- 
tion of the Maumee and Western Reserve Road, provided that ihe 
tolls accruing on the road should be applied to the construction ac- 
count. The road is now completed, and, it is believed, fully paid for, 
with the exception of a bridge at Lower Sandusky, the erectioD of 
which the Fund Commissioners do not consider as embraced in the 
original act. By the existing law, the tolls are required to be paid 
into the State Treasury; and there has been received, from that 
source, since the first day of April, $2,844 68. This amount will, 
doubtless, bo considerably increased during the present year. 

TtlBNPIXES.

This revenue can be still further increased; but, in order to ac- 
complish this purpose, there must be exercised a constant vigilance 
over the State interest in these works. During the last year, I have 
visited, in person, the officers of very nearly all of them, and investi- 
gated their books and accounts. In a large majority of instances, I 
found the means of the companies carefully husbarided, and econom- 
ically expended. Though surrounded by embarraasntents, and not 
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unfrequently mysttfiady by the seemingly ooDflicting provi&ioos of 
the laws, I have yet found in these officers, with a few ezceptionst a 
disposition to accord to the State all her rights, and to manage the 
affairs of the companies with prudence and economy. On the part of 
others, there is an avowed determination' to disregard the amendatory 
act of 1841, and appropriate the Staters proportion'of tolls, even be- 
yond the balance of unpaid subscription, to the payment of debts con* 
tracted in the construction of the works. I have felt it my duty to 
require the fulfilment of that law, in all cases; and, where other 
means have failed, I have resorted to legal proceedings. Such are 
now pending to correct consent decrees, by which the revenues have 
been thus diverted, in the Great Miaroit and the Hamilton, Spring- 
field and Carthage companies; and, at the first term of the court, such 
will be instituted against the Dayton and Covington Company. In the 
Milford and Chiilioothe Company, the revenues are still locked up by 
injunctions of the creditors. 

The act before referred to, requires a further amendment, in order 
to make it effective. It now denounces the penalty for nonfulfilment 
of its provisions, against the companies in their corporate capacities; 
whereas it should impose it upon the officers themselves — as well the 
president and secretary, for not reporting, as the directors for re- 
fusing to declare dividends. This is not a slight and trivial matter. 
In numbers of cases, the directors of these companies have reckless- 
ly plunged them in debt; far beyond the amount of subscriptions to 
the stock. If these debts, illegally contracted, are to be paid from the 
revenues, the state will be required thereby, nay coerced, to go be- 
yond her original subscription, whilst the whole people must be taxed 
to raise the interest annually required to be paid upon the whole in- 
vestment, the profits of which are thus cut off. 

Since the adjournment of the last General Assembly, settlements 
have been made with, and the subjoined amounts paid to turnpike 
cpmpanies, in domestic bonds* under the provisions of the act of March 
13, 1843, to provide for the payment of the domestic creditors of the

It gives me great pleasure to be again enabled to report to you, 
that no defalcations have accrued in the collections of the revenue 
during the year. Much of this punctuality is undoubtedly owing to 
the faithfulness and integrity of the oflicers to whom this important 
duty is intrusted; whilst the power of the law, so prompt in its ac- 
tion and so efiicient in its means, is an excellent and important check, 
if integrity should be departed from. The system of weekly reports 
and payments, is still liable to the objection of increased expenses, 
which I presented in my last report; and as our works are extended, 
this burden grows proportionably greater. Yet I am not prepared 
to say that the punctuality in the receipt df funds, and the safety 
which is enhanced by preventing large sums from ftccumulating in 
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the haads of ofllcerfl, does not eounterbalanoe .the objecUon. The 
financial results are before you. As a measure of expediency, I am 
less disposed than last year to recommend its repeal. 

The securities of Louis P. Buckley, late collector at Akron, upon 
whom nearly, if not quite the whole of that defalcation fell, availed 
themselves of the act of last session, permitting the payment by in- 
stalments, and the sum of one thousand dollars was paid into the 
treasury during the month of June last. The balance is well secured, 
and will be paid. 

In the case of Wilson Baker, late collector at Circleville, no money 
has been collected. A judgment stands against the securities; but 
time has been extended, upon promises of payments in state bonds, 
(which it was deemed expedient to receive,) which .have not as yet 
been complied with. I shall lose no time in pressing this matter to a 
close. 

In the case of John S. Johnson, formerly collector at Massillon, I 
have before advised the General Assembly, that a judgment was ob- 
tained against him and his securities, for rising ten thousand dollars. 
As no property was found by the officers, and as I had reason to be- 
lieve that it had been disposed of, in order to avoid the payment of 
this defalcation, I directed a proceeding in chancery, which has been 
conducted with great energy and perseverance. At the last term of 
the court of common pleas, in Stark couuty, the bills were both dis- 
missed, and our proceedings are at an end. My power is thus ex 
hausted; and I see no hope at present of realizing anything from this 
heavy defalcation in the public funds. The circumstances attending 
this case,, give to it a strongly marked character of dishonesty; and 
whilst Guch events a^re guarded against as far as human policy can 
go, in the summary process provided for in the existing laws, their 
occurrence, when they pass such provisions, should be followed by 
exemplary punishment. Had a tithe of the sum, in either of these 
cases, been purloined from the public treasury, it would have been 
crime, and the law would have visited its penalties upon the offender. 
Is it less a crime, when the public funds are defrauded, in the betrayal 
of a high and important trust, than when the doors of the treasury 
aie forced and its contents appropriated to individual use? 

It has ever seemed to me, that this distinction is fictitious and un- 
wise; for, if it exercise any influence at all, it tends to the encourage- 
ment, rather than the suppression of crime. 

SURPLTTS ReYENXTE. 

The Fund Commissioners of the counties of Belmont, Carroll, Cler- 
mont, Cosiiocton, Columbiana, Crawford, Cuyahoga, Delaware, 
Holmes, Lorain, Muskingum, Preble, Perry, Shelby, Summit and 
Trumbull, have notified me of their acceptance, under the. act of last 
winter, of its provisions for the payment of surplus revenue, held by 
them, in annual instalments often per cent. The counties of Frank- 
liD| Montgomery, and several others, are receiving the bonds, when- 
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ever presented, in payment of loans^and will pay them into the trefti- 
ury; and, under the provisions of that act, the Fund CommissioQers 
of all the counties are prohibited from reloaning, but are directed to 
pay into the State Treasury all moneys paid to them by the debtors 
of the fund, as well as those which they may collect on account of 
the principal. These payments will probably amount, the present 
year, to fifty or sixty thousand dollars. As the State is required to 
pay interest on the fund in the Treasury, until 1860, the Fund Com- 
missioners of the State will, no doubt, consider it the correct policy 
to apply the fund, as received, to the redemption of the bonds iesu^ 
and based upon it. When these shall be absorbed, it will become ne- 
cessary to provide for it an investment that will yield an equivalent 
to the interest paid upon it by the State. 

Railroads. 

The Little Miami, the Mansfield and Sandusky City, and the Mad 
River and Lake Brie Railroads, have all availed themselves of the 
act of the last session. The loan of credit advanced by the State, 
and the interest due, have, in each case, been put into stock, and cer- 
tificates are now on file, in this department, for the following amounts 
of stock, held by the State, in each of these works: ^

The Mad River and L^ke Erie Company are progressing with 
their work. Twenty one additional miles have been put under con- 
tract during the last year. Of the progress of the others, 1 have no 
information. The Ohio Railroad, and the road from Painesville to 
Fairport, have been placed by the Governor in the hands of the 
Board of Public Works. 

The acting commissioner of the Canal Fund, the Treasurer of 
State, and myself, have labored to bring the receipts and disburse- 
ments upon the public works, in the payment of the domestic debt, 
within the last fiscal year. That payment having been made in two 
instalments, and involving a multiplicity of accounts, it has been found 
impossible to accomplish this purpose. A considerable amount of the 
balance checks had not, at that time, been presented at the Treasury. 

You will learn with regret, as I am pained to inform you, that the 
loan of one and a half millions of dollars, authorized by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, has been found insufficient to pay the domestic debt, 
and complete the works then under contract. At the time that bill 
was pending in the General Assembly, I called, in person, upon the 
•everal acting commissionera .of the Board of Public Works, for a 



statement of the amounts due, and an estimate of the amounts that 
would be required to complete the several works under their charge. 
The aggregate of that statement was a little rising thirteen hundred 
thousand dollars, Mr. Ransom gave a statement upon his works, 
from which the |)ayments have varied but a very small amount — prob- 
ably less than one thousand dollars. Mr. Dickinson estimated the 
Wabash and ^rie Canal at five hundred thousand dollars, and the 
Maumee Road at fifteen thousand. Mr. Spencer then, as at all sub- 
sequent calls, placed the Miami Bztension at five hundred thousand 
dollars* Subsequent to the passage of the bill, and before the Com- 
missioners had left for New York, Mr Dickinson increased his esti- 
mate on the Wabash and Erie Canal to five hundred and fifty thous* 
and dollars; and still, subsequentljr to that, and after the loan had been 
negotiated, he further increased it to six hundred thousand dollars, 
besides five thousand dollars for his unrestricted check. Upon bring- 
ing up the disbursements to such a point that results could be safely 
ascertained, it was found, that whilst Mr. Ransom's estimates are not 
paid in full, the payments on the Wabash and Brie have exceeded 
even Mr. Dickin^n's last estimate from twenty five to thirty thousand 
dollars; and those on the road, from thirteen to fifteen thousand dol- 
lars. Also, that the payments on the Miami Extension have exceed- 
ed the estimates of Mr. Spencer rising seventy thousand dollars, ex- 
clusive of seven thousand dollars to his unrestricted check. It would 
be well if the matter stopped here, and these payments, however ex- 
cessive, embraced the whole debt. But it does not. Checks are still 
outstanding, and more are due to contractors. From the best infor- 
mation we can get, there was yet uncovered, by the late loan, at the 
end of the fiscal year, about two hundred thousand dollars of debt on 
the works. The Legislature, undoubtedly, intended to provide for 
the whole debt of the State; and the Fund Commissioners have la- 
bored assiduously to carry out that purpose. The one has been 
thwarted in its object, whilst the others, resting upon what they con- 
sidered the most authentic i;ifojmation, have been betrayed into state- 
ments which, unfortunately, are not substantiated by the facts. 

Unlearned, as I am, in the checks and balances that have been es- 
tablished, and the manner of keeping accounts on the public works, I 
am not able to throw any light upon these discrepancies which cast 
a temporary gloom upon the finances, and mu»t, far beyond their ac- 
tual importance, affect the credit of the State. If this is but another 
of the many errors of judgment of which, in the construction of our 
public works, we have had so much reason to complain; if the debt 
was actually under estinwted, it casts many and strong doubts upon 
the system itself, and the watchfulness, as well as competency, of the 
officers who have it in charge. If correctness of detail, in the keep- 
ing of accounts, had been observed, these officers should have known, 
to a fraction, what amount of checks had been issued, and what had 
been paid, and have been able to estimate, nearer than one hundred 
thousand dollars, what amount would remain due on the completion 
of existing contracts^ But speculations upon, or repining at, re* 
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suits are alike vain. The evil is upon us. The debt exists, and its 
payment is a duty from which we may not shrink. Investigation io* 
to the transactions of public officers is not only the right, but, under 
these circumstances, it is the duty of the General Assembly. Still, 
the labor has been performed, the checks are mostly in the hands of 
innocent persons, and their payment cannot honestly be refused. 

1 do not desire, or design, in these remarks, to cast, even in the 
form of insinuation, any imputation upon the moral or official honesty 
and integrity of the officers in charge of the public works. I have no 
evidence of a substantial character upon which to base such, and 1 am 
glad that I have not. It is true, that reports and rumors have been 
continually afloat, but upon these no omcer' should be condemned 
without a hearing. That there has been, however, an inordinate and 
almost profligate expenditure of public money upon the Wabash and 
Ericj and the Miami Extension Canals, no one who looks at the cost 
of the works can doubt. Acting, under the requirements of law, as 
one of the Fund Commissioners, I joined, from full convictions of its 
propriety, in refusing to pay the checks on certain portions of the 
first of these works, and upon the Maumee road, and in putting a stop 
to their further progress. The first of these was a dam on the Mau* 
mee river, which had been let at a high price, as we were advised, 
without competition, and which Messrs. Ransom and Spencer decided 
to be, at the present time, an unnecessary addition to the work. 
Next was the continuation of the Maumee side cut, (which has already 
cost a vast amount of money,) across I he east branch of the river, and 
the Island, to what is termed "deep water," on the Perrysburg side* 
This improvement is skid to be made under an order of the Board of 
Public Works; still, for one. I could not find for it the authority of 
law. On the road, the law to construct a turnpike road from the town 
of Perrysburg, to the town of Lower Sandusky, was construed to in- 
clude the building of an expensive bridge across the Sandusky river, 
in the town of Lower Sandusky. A considerable number of checks 
were paid on this contract before its actual condition was known; 
since then, the payments have been suspended, and the issue of checks 
stopped, until your action in the premised. 

The act of last session, making appropriations for the payment of 
this d«bt, provided the interest should be computed and allowed upon 
the checks from the date the contracts were "completed and accepted.'* 
These computations of interest were made from statements furnished 
by the Acting Commissioners, of the time when each contract was 
thus coir pleied and accepted, in the meaning* of the law. Upon one 
of the works, the "Wabash and Erie Canal,'' the return of the books 
of the engineers shows a discrepancy between them and the state- 
ments of the commissioner, upon a number of large contracts, of from 
ten to fourteen months, against the State, and in some others, of short- 
er amounts of time, in favor of the State. On one of these contracts, 
upon which the Acting Commissioner drew a large amount of funds, 
the engineer, Mr. Medbery, states that the letting was but little, if 
any, prior to i^e date of its acceptance, as given upon the Commis- 
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sioner^s return. By these statements, a considerable amount of in- 
terest was paid, for which the State was not legally liable. That so 
paid on the checks presented by, and payments made to, the Commis- 
sioner himself, exceeds three hundred dollars. The explanation of 
this discrepancy is, that the contracts were so nearly finished at the 
original dates, as to require but a small amount of labor to prepare 
them for acceptance; and that the latitude was given as an act of jus- 
tice to the contractors, who had long waited for their money, and been 
put, in many cases, to great inconvenience and distress. The motive 
was a good one, but the act is doubly unfortunate. First, it was a de- 
parture from the letter of the law; and, secondly, the contractors 
reaped from it very little benefit; that went, in the main, to those 
who had speculated in the purchase of the checks before the loan was 
obtained, or the payment commenced; and, among these, were num- 
bers of the officers and servants of the Siaie, upon the works them- 
selves. 

These things are not stated in any spirit of personal unkindness. 
Deeply compromised, as I feel myself to be, by official statements, 
made upon the authority of others, I am not disposed to cast back un- 
merited censure, nor evade responsibility, by placing an undue prp- 
portion of it upon other officers of the government. With others, [ 
was startled at the amount of this debt, when provision was made for 
its payment. Still mere have I been astonished to find even those 
means insufficient for that purpose. It must have limits pet to it. 
There must be economy and prudence, not only in the making, but 
the administration of laws. You are entitled to all the facts within 
the knowledge of the public officers. These 1 have endeavored to 
give to you, from' considerations of duty alone.

The foreign debt embraces the whole amount of stock sold, and 
also, that used to fulfil the contracts of the state with the Franklin 
Bank of Columbus, and the Banks of Wooster and Chillicothe. The 
domestic debt is in much better credit than it was twelve months 
since, notwithstanding the additions which have been made to it. It 
is sought now with eagerness, as a means of mvestment, and is 
gradually approximating, in price, its actual value. Nothing is re- 
quired in relation to it, but to leave its basis unimpaired. The laws, 
as they now exist, will gradually absorb it; and, in so doing, continu- 
ally maintain its price. After the present year, the interest fund will 
be amply sufficient, without using the school funds, which may be 
regularly appropriated to sinking the faith and credit-bonds. The 
lands are gradually absorbing those which are based upon them; and 
no legislation is required, except to guard, in the sale of the lands, 
against the use of the funds by public officers, in the purchase of the 
bonds at less than their par value, in order to make payment with 
them into the State Treasury. H&ving been notified of one instance 
of the kind during the year, I required the officer, in his settlement, 
to pay the bonds to the state, upon the same terms as he procured 
them. 

In relation to the debt in the aggregate, now that our works are 
completed, sound policy requires that here it should be stayed. The 
preservation of the faith and credit of the state require this; and if 
it be possible to add to this obligation, the burdens which it has im- 
posed upon our people more imperiously demand it. The re-estab- 
lishment of our credit, as manifested in the rapid rise of our stocks, 
is calculated to excite to new expenditures. The facilities for obtain- 
ing money are ever the stimulants to extravagance. Individuals have 
found such the road to ruin; and if we cannot stoop to learn of such 
humble examples, more than one of our sister states now stand out as 
beacon lights to warn us of the dangers that threaten us. 'J'hat which, 
more than any one thing, has inspired public confidence and restored 
the credit of our state, is the guaranty of existing laws, and the 
pledgeof those who have been commissioned to administer them, that 
in the completion of existing works we have reached the limits of 
our debt. Our ability to sustain what we now have is not doubted; 
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it is the increase which will again prostrate our credit, for the reason 
that, whilst it will add to our obligations, it will, at the same time, 
violate our faith. It is useless to multiply words upon this theme. 
Prudence, discretion, sound financial policy, are no longer arguments 
that enter into the consideration of this subject. It is now the stern 
command of duty — duly to the state, its honor and its faith, which are 
yet untarnished; and duty to its people, who have thus far borne its 
burdens without repining, and whose honesty and integrity have 
spurned the very idea of repudiation. To the requirements of that 
duty, thus imposed by the state, and the people you represent, I am 
convinced you will not turn a deaf ear. Be firm in this, and the 
character of our great state will be maintained; whilst the accumu- 
lating revenues upon our works will gradually relieve our people of 
the taxation that now rests upon them. Depart from it, and the end 
is at hand. It is written in few words — a state dishonored, and a con- 
stituency DISGRACED.
